with authorities in early centuries, and each line had their own design. In 
other words, if one had several sons, there were symbols that were unique ° 
to each son's place in line that were to be used in addition to the family 
arms design. When nobility intermarried, the husband and wife combined 
parts of their family's coat of arms to form a new one. There is a lot to 
heraldry, and I don't claim to know that much about it. But I have read 
before that there can be many versions for any given name. In other words, 
if your name is Smith, you can't indiscriminately take a coat of arms with 
the name of Smith and claim it as yours. An example of the number of arms 
for the same surname can be found in Riestap's Armorial, in which are 
featured all known and registered coats of arms. Any large library will 
have a copy of this work which I believe consists of 6 or 7 thick volumes.

Mrs. Lola Branstool of Oklahoma City sent in a query regarding the above 
couple, from whom she descends through their son Valentin-Dosite, also 
Known as Desire Valentin. He was born 1775 and baptised 1776 in Ascension 
Parish, Louisiana. He married three times; first in 1797 at St. James 
parish to Suzanne MARKS, daughter of David MARKS and Isabelle FONTENOT of 
St. (Charles Parish. He married secondly 1800 at St. Gabriel d'Iberville 
parish to Anne Marguerite BABIN, daughter of Joseph dit Dios BABIN and Anne 
Marie LEBLANC. He married third in 1836 to Elizabeth PITTS or PITRE, and 
died at Handsboro, Mississippi in 1861. ae 


Their son Benjamin Ammon (Biloxi 1843 - Lorraine, Mississippi 1914) went by 
the surname ofRICHARDSand married twice, the second time in 1876 to Mary 
'J.LEE.Mrs. Branstool is their granddaughter.

BREAU. As Arsenault's work suggests, at the page you indicate (2577), he 
was unaware of Amand and Marie's eldest son, Simon, who was born in 
-Maryland about 1764. Had he known about Simon he might have questioned his 
assumption that the husband of Marie BREAU was the Amand RICHARD born March 
1, 1744. 


Tie Pierre RICHARD who arrived in Louisiana with his son Amand in 1767 was 
not the widower of Madeleine DOUCET, as you supposed, but another Pierre 
RICHARD, son of Rene RICHARD and Marie-Josephe BABIN,, who had married 
Marguerite GRANGER, daughter of Pierre GRANGER and d Elisabeth GUILBEAU, 
November 21, 1735 at Grand Pre. This Pierre RICHARD had been born September 
27, #1712 and had been baptized the following day at Grand Pre. He was thus 
really only fifty-four when he and Amand arrived at New Orleans, rather 
than fifty-six.

As you shall see, Mr. Arsenault's errors regarding the family of Jean 
Baptiste BREAU are considerably more complicated. He has copied these from 
Pere Archange GODBOUT. It seems to me that their big problem here is that 
they must have been unaware of Simon RICHARD's marriage contract (January 
9, 1786 at St. James parish, Louisiana). As you Know, this contract 
mentions that Jean Baptiste BREAU and Paul BREAU, who were present, were 
uncles of the future groom. Paul BREAU was of course the husband of Marie 
LeBLANC and Isabelle BABIN, and was born about 1745. The record of his 
first marriage proves his parents were Jean Baptiste BREAU and Elizabeth 
HENRY. But Paul was not the eldest of Jean Baptiste and Elizabeth's 
children. Mr. Arsenault has overlooked the marriage record of another of 
Jean Baptiste and Elizabeth's sons, Felix, who was separated from the 
Others and sent to France. Felix married January 24, 1760 at St. Servan to 
Perrine THOMAS , daughter of Joseph THOMAS and Josseline HYACINTHE. The 
French censuses show that Felix BREAU was born about 1739. Here Mr. 
Arsenault's theories begin to unravel. It is very difficult to imagine that 
the Jean Baptiste BREAU who married Marie Rose LANDRY and who is shown by 
censuses of Cabahannocer and Ascension (parishes) to have been born about 
1724 or 1726 could have previously been married and fathered a child as

early as 1739, when he would have been no older than fifteen. Rather, there 
were two Jean Baptiste BREAUS involved here. One was the husband of 
Elizabeth HENRY, and the other the husband of Marie Rose LANDRY. Records 
pertaining to Felix BREAU show that Elizabeth HENRY's husband was dead by 
1759. The other man, deported to Maryland and then transplanted to 
Louisiana, must have been the uncle of Simon RICHARD who was present at the 
latter's marriage contract in 1786. This means that the younger Jean 
Baptiste was the elder's son. The correct representation of this family is 
then that Jean Baptiste BREAU married Elizabeth HENRY about 1725 and had 
the following children:

There probably were several more children born between 1726 and 1739, but I 
- have not been able to find any records of them. 


Mr. Arsenault apparently had difficulty separating the children of Martin 
HENRY and Marie HEBERT from those of his brother Jean HENRY, who married 
another Marie HEBERT. In any event, the census of 1714 at Cobequid shows 
that Martin HENRY and Marie HEBERT had three sons and three daughters by 
that time. One of the daughters must have been your ancestor Elizabeth, who 
married Jean Baptiste BREAU about 1725. The only other HENRY family in 
Acadia was that of Martin's father Robert, and we can otherwise account for 
all of Robert's children. 


The parents of Jean Baptiste BREAU may also be determined by elimination. 
As Jean Baptiste was married by 1725, he must have been born before the 
census of 1707. All the male children in the BREAU families existing in 
1707 can be otherwise identified, except for a son of Antoine BREAU and 
_. Marguerite BABIN. That boy must have been your ancestor Jean Baptiste 
BREAU. I trust the foregoing will help you in your research. S. A. White. 
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Mrs. Branstool added in a later letter that Marie BREAUX, age 86, widow of 
Joseph SONIER, was buried July 26, 1826 at Convent, Louisiana in the St. 
Michael Church Cemetery. 


Steve also pointed out to Mrs. Branstool that Etienne HEBERT who married 
Marie Anne GAUDET was NOT the son of Jacques HEBERT and Marie JUNEAU as 
claimed by Arsenault in his second edition of "Histoire et genealogie des 
Acadiens" and, before him, Fr. Adrien BERGERON, s.s.s. as published in 
"Memoires de la Societe genealogique canadienne-francaise, Vol. VI (1955), 
pp. 392-393 and later corrected by Fr. Archange GODBOUT in the same 
publication (Vol. VII, pp. 122-123).

On April 1, 1984, the Times-Picayune Newspaper of New Orleans published in 
their rotogravure section a feature article on Denise Drake, a resident of 
Kenner, Louisiana and a victim of Friedrich's Ataxia. Within a week 
afterewards, I received no less than six copies of this article from 
members of AGE. I was overwhelmed and impressed with the interest shown and 
appreciative that you thought enough to share it with AGE. 


One of the persons featured in the article, Betty LEBLANC, was a member of 
AGE for a year not long ago. She is mentioned in AGE (July, 1982, p. 73). 
At that time, she was requesting anyone with this weakness in their family 
to come forward so that research could be done on it. Apparently she has 
been tireless in her efforts, since now this problem has surfaced in the 
newspapers and has received the support of Dr. Bronya Keats of LSU at New 
Orleans. Her aim is to detect a genetic marker, or flag, such as a blood 
group, which can be used to determine the probability that an individual is 
a carrier of Friedreich's Ataxia. To do this she needs accurate genealogies 
for all the patients in order to come up with a common set of ancestors. 


She is collaborating with Dr. M. A. Wilensky, the Medical Director of the 
Louisiana Regional Ataxia Clinic, a branch of the National Ataxia 
Foundation, with Denise Drake, featured in the article and President of the 
Louisiana (Chapter of the National Foundation, as well as with Betty 
LeBlanc. They are trying to reach as many people of Acadian ancestry with 
the ataxia as possible. 


So, this is a request to you readers. This is called "The Cajun Connection" 
because the percentage of its existence is much higher among Cajuns due to 
the intermarriage of ancestors. The symptoms include lack of coordination 
and difficulty in walking, talking and balance. Let's try to find the 
common ancestors that intensified the chances of acquiring this disease - 
if it indeed can be called a disease. Please send your ancestor chart to 
AGE or Dr. Keats if you have this in your family anywhere.

Yes, JI am proud to be a Cajun, because it is the way I was raised. And it 
is a very important part of my life. It is a way of life that is a blend of 
mystery, love and pride, and tradition. Trying to explain to someone who 
knows nothing of the Cajun culture would be difficult. So much of it is 
carried in one's heart and mind and so hard to put into words. But perhaps 
a few of these things might help to explain and will certainly bring a 
picture to mind, for anyone who has been raised the way I have. 


It is watching my grandmother rocking in the evenings, while the biack 
rosary beads slip through her work-worn hands. It is the sight of acres and 
acres of lush green rice and it is the smell of chopped green ontons and 
parsley and bell peppers and a pot of gumbo simmering. Mmmm Boy! 


It its watching Father making the sign of the cross and saying prayers over 
a sprained ankle or snakebite. Tney call it treating and I've seen it work. 
It is the sound of ttres crunching on a gravel road and it ts the soft 
melody of my parents conversing in the age-old dialect. It is seeing "Nan" 
and "Pee car" sitting on their front porch and knowtng that they will 
always be there, but one day they're not. And then you reaiize that 
something precious is slipping away. 


It is a wedding dance where money is pinned to the bride's veil and the 
groom's suit for the privilege to dance with them. And it is staying up ali 
night at the funeral home, because you don't leave the dead by themselves. 
This ts the last thing you can do for them. 


It is grown men and women calling their parents Momma and Daddy and not 
being ashamed.

When “nobality! intermarridd, the husband and wife combined 
parts of their family's “Coat of arms to form anew one. There is a lot to 
heraldry, and I don't ‘claim to know that much about it. But I have read 
before that there can be: many versions for any given name. In other words, 
if your name is Smith, you can't indiscriminately take a coat of arms with 
the name of Smith and claim it as yours. An example of the number of arms 
for the same surname can be found in Riestap's Armorial, in which are 
featured all known and registered coats of arms. Any large library will 
have a copy of this work which I believe consists of 6 or 7 thick volumes.

Mrs. Lola Branstool of Oklahoma City sent in a query regarding the above 
couple, from whom she descends through their son Valentin-Dosite, also 
t- known as Desire Yalentin. He was born 1775 and: baptised 1776.in Ascension 
Parish, Louisiana. He Married. three times; first in 1797 at St. James 
parish to Suzanne MARKS, daughter of David MARKS and Isabelle FONTENOT of 
{ St. Charles Parish. He married secondly 1800 at St. Gabriel d'Iberville 
parish to Anne Marguerite BABIN, daughter of Joseph dit Dios BABIN and Anne 
Marie LEBLANC. He married third in 1836 to Elizabeth PITTS or PITRE, and 
died at Handsboro, Mississippi in 1861. 


Their son Benjamin Ammon (Biloxi 1843 - Lorraine, Mississippi 1914) went by 
the surname of RICHARDSand married twice, the second time in 1876 to Mary 
J.LEE.Mrs. Branstool is ‘their granddaughter. 


This line can be found in Acadian Descendants II on page 119, but goes only 
to Valentin -Dosite and Anne Marguerite in the book. 


Mrs. Branstool was having trouble taking the RICHARD line back to the 
progenitor using Arsenault's "Histoire et genealogie des Acadiens" so she 
wrote to Steve White at the Centre d'Etudes Acadiennes at the University of 
Moncton. He replied with a detailed explanation which I have taken the 
liberty to reproduce oo! since it is in the best interest of Acadian 
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researchers and I believe he would want this corrected information known. me. 
As you well know, AmandRICHARD came to Louisiana from Maryland. It so ae 
happens that the widow of Paul RICHARD, Madeleine LEBLANC, was in Maryland, 

too, with her sons Mathurin, Amand, Pierre and Jacques. It appears that Mr. 
Arsenault was unaware of the list of Acadians who arrived at New Orleans in 

me 1767 which proves that ydur ancestor Amand was a son of Pierre RICHARD, and 

he assumed that it was Amand a Paul who married Marie (or Anne-Marie) 

BREAU. As Arsenault's work suggests, at the page you indicate (2577), he 

was unaware of Amand and Marie's eldest son, Simon, who was born in 
Maryland about 1764. Had he known about Simon he might have questioned his 
assumption that the husband of Marie BREAU was the Amand RICHARD born March 
1, 1744. ;

The Pierre RICHARD who arrived in Louisiana with his son Amand in 1767 was 
not thé’ widower of Madeleine DOUCET, as you supposed, but another Pierre 
RICHARD, son of Rene RICHARD and Marie-Josephe RABIN,, who had married 
Marguerite GRANGER, daughter of feat ae and Elisabeth GUILBEAU, 

\/ November 21, i735 at Grand Pre. This-Pierre RICHARD had been born September 
27, 1712 and had been baptized the following day at Grand Pre. He was thus 
really only fifty-four when he and Amand arrived at New Orleans, rather 
than fifty-six. After what he had been through, however, I think Pierre was 
entitled to feel at least two years older than he actually was. 


You may have noted that there was a Marie BOUDROT, an orphan aged twelve, . 
who accompanied Pierre and Amand to Louisiana.’ This Marie BOUDROT was a 
daughter of Benjamin BOUDROT and Cecile MELANSON. Her mother had previously 
been married to Claude RICHARD, Pierre's brother. Claude had died at, Grand 
Pre February 11, 1747 at the age of about thirty-one. Claude's widow's 
‘daughter by her second marriage was not of course related to Pierre 
RICHARD, but one may easily suppose that Pierre would have agreed to take 
charge of his dead sister-in-law's daughter. Marie BOUDROT married Amand 
HEBERT, son of Paul HEBERT and Marguerite-Josephe MELANSON on September 30, 
1776 at Pointe Coupee parish, Louisiana. 


As you shall see, Mr. Arsenault's errors regarding the family of Jean 
Baptiste BREAU are considerably more complicated. He has copied these from 
Pere Archange GODBOUT. It seems to me that their big problem here is that 
they must have been unaware of Simon RICHARD's marriage contract (January 
9, 1786 at St. James parish, Louisiana). As you know, this contract 
mentions that Jean Baptiste BREAU and Paul BREAU, who were present, were 
uncles of the future groom. Paul BREAU was of course the husband of Marie 
LeBLANC and Isabelle BABIN, and was born about 1745. The record of his 
first marriage proves his parents were Jean Baptiste BREAU and Elizabeth 
HENRY. But Paul was not the eldest of Jean Baptiste and Elizabeth's 
children. Mr. Arsenault has overlooked the marriage record of another of 
Jean Baptiste and Elizabeth's sons, Felix, who was separated from the 
others and sent to France. Felix married January 24, 1760 at St. Servan to 
Perrine THOMAS , daughter of Joseph THOMAS and Josseline HYACINTHE. The 
French censuses show that Felix BREAU was born about 1739. Here Mr. 
Arsenault's tneories begin to unravel. It is very difficult to imagine that 
the Jean Baptiste BREAU who married Marie Rose LANDRY and who is shown by 
censuses of Cabahannocer and Ascension (parishes) to have been born about 
1724 or 1726 could have previously been married and fathered a child as 
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AMAND RICHARD AND MARIE ANNE BREAUX (contd.)

One was the husband of 
Elizabeth HENRY, and. the other the husband of Marie Rose LANDRY. Records 


pertaining to Felix BREAU show that Elizabeth HENRY's husband was dead by 
1759. The other man, deported to Maryland and then transplanted to 
Louisiana, must have been the uncle of: Simon RICHARD who was present at the 
latter's marriage contract in 1786. This means that the younger Jean 
Baptiste was the elder's son. The correct representation of this family is 
then that Jean Baptiste BREAU married Bl igabete HENRY about 1725 and had

There probably were several more children born between 1726 and 1739, but I 
have not been able to find any records of then. 


Mr. Arsenault apparently had difficulty separating the children of Martin 
HENRY and Marie HEBERT from those of his brother Jean HENRY, who married 
another Marie HEBERT. In any event, the census of 1714 at Cobequid shows 
that Martin HENRY and Marie HEBERT had three sons and three daughters by 
that time. One of the daughters must have been your ancestor Elizabeth, who 
married Jean Baptiste BREAU about 1725. The only other HENRY family in 
Acadia was that of Martin's father Robert, and we can otherwise account for 
all of Robert's children.

The parents of Jean Baptiste BREAU may also be determined by elimination. 
As Jean Baptiste was married by 1725, he must have been born before the 
census of 1707. All the male children in the BREAU families existing in 
1707 can be otherwise identified, except for a son of Antoine BREAU and 
Marguerite BABIN. That boy .must have been your ancestor Jean Baptiste 
BREAU. I trust the foregoing will help you in your research. S. A. White. 
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Mrs. Branstool added in a later letter that Marie BREAUX, age 86, widow of 
Joseph SONIER, was buried July 26, 1826 at Convent, Louisiana in the St.

FRIEDREICH's ATAXIA (a! Rastoas) 


On April 1, 1984, the Times~Picayune Newspaper of New Orleans published in 
their rotogravure section a feature article on Denise Drake, a resident of 
Kenner, Louisiana and a victim of Friedrich's Ataxia. Within a week 
afterewards, I received no less than six copies of this article from 
members of AGE. I was overwhelmed and impressed with the interest shown and 
appreciative that you thought enough to share it with AGE. 


One of the persons featured in the article, Betty LEBLANC, was a member of 

AGE for a year not long ago. She is mentioned in AGE (July, 1982, p. 73). 

At that time, she was requesting anyone with this weakness in their family 
to come forward so that research could be done on it. Apparently she has 
been tireless in her: efforts, since now this: problem has surfaced in the j 
newspapers and has received the support of Dr. Bronya Keats of LSU at New 
Orleans. Her aim is to detect’ a genetic marker,, or flag, such as a blood 
group, which can be used to determine the probability that an individual is 

a carrier of Friedreich's Ataxia. To do this she needs accurate genealogies 

for all the patients in order to come up with a common set of ancestors. 


She is collaborating with Dr. M. A. Wilensky, the Medical Director of the 

Louisiana Regional Ataxia Clinic, a branch of the National Ataxia 

Foundation, with Denise Drake, featured in the article and President of the 

Louisiana Chapter of the National Foundation, as well as with Betty 

LeBlanc. They are trying to reach as many people of Acadian ancestry with 
the ataxia as possible.

PIERRE PAQUET I and MARTHA COULAR 


The earliest known mention of the Paquet name is found in the Mobile Diocese 
records in the marriage of Pierre Paquet II and Magdelaine Baudreau dated August 26, 
1726.' Pierre Paquet I was deceased and his wife Martha Coular was present at their 
son’s wedding. Later, his death record in St. Louis Cathedral in New Orleans revealed 
that he was a “native of Angers, a resident of Mobile, 46 years, interred August 5, 
1726.” Old Pierre had died just prior to his son’s marriage at Mobile. 


PIERRE PAQUET IT and MAGDELAINE BAUDREAU 


On August 26, 1726, after having published one bann and having 
SG ) given dispensation for the two additional banns, between Pierre

From this marriage record we know that it was performed at the house of Jean 
Baptiste Baudreau dit Graveline and his Indian wife, who were the father and mother of 
Magdelaine. Because marriage to an Indian was not recognized as legitimate, they were 
not named in official documents, but Magdelaine’s parentage can be authenticated 
through the words of her marriage record. In the baptism of their second child Francois, 
the union of his parents was noted as having been marned by “shaking hands in front of 
the Church”. This was the custom, for Magdelaine’s mother was an Indian. |

There could have been other children but records of only the above have been 
found. Two of these, Martha and Marianne, figure prominently in Gulf Coast history. 
Martha was the only child to be given the opportunity of obtaining some sort of education 
and was appointed a tutor “in all things” by her grand uncle, Michel Paquet. Nothing is 
known about why the other children were not included in this tutoring. Marie Martha’s 
education could have led her to marry into a fairly well known family of New Orleans. 


Various land and Church records prove that Martha’s parents moved back and 
forth from Mobile to New Orleans. Pierre II is also said to be an owner of part of Cat 
Island at one time. The Paquet homesite is clearly shown on George Gauld’s map of 
1768 on the West Pascagoula River, where all of Graveline’s holdings were located. It 
was most likely the lands of Pierre II as his father was generally associated with living at 
Mobile and New Orleans. After all, his wife Magdelaine’s father had a vast plantation 
homesite just north on the bend of the West Pascagoula River near present-day Martin 
Bluff. , 


MICHEL DARGARET and MARIE MARTHA PAQUET 
Marie Martha’s first marriage was to Michel Dargaret of New Orleans. Some 
documents are seen with his surname as Gargaret. Michel’s parents were Pierre Dargaret 
and Gillette Gautier. A record of this marriage has not been found and could have been 
destroyed in the Cathedral archives fire of 1788. They married some time in the early. 
1750’s. Michel and Martha had the following six children: [For complete baptisms of 
these children, see Bro. Jerome Lepre’s credit at the end of this article.]

Over a seventeen year period Michel and Martha moved about during their 
married life from Cat Island to New Orleans to Destrahan and possibly other places. 
Martha’s father, Pierre Paquet II, was deceased by March 17, 1767 when she filed claim 
as an heir in his estate and was noted as a “widow of the deceased Michel Dargaray’’. [It 
has been estimated that Michel Dargaray died between 1761 and 1767] Questions have 
arisen concerning this claim as it is found that Martha is the only heir mentioned in the 


_ estate. Martha’s father was living in Port au Prince, Island of Santo Domingo, when he 
died. 


MARIE MARTHE PAQUET [THE WIDOW DARGARET] and JACOB HENKEL 


Martha was a widow left with six children, the oldest of whom was Nicholas who 
was in his early teens. Without a husband and rearing six children, she was fortunate to 
have inherited from her father’s estate. She did remain single for several years until her 
marriage to Jacob Henkel [Hingle] of the German Coast on May 4, 1769. To clarify 
Jacob’s name, let me say that he appears in various records by the surnames of Henkel, 
Hingle, Hankle. His son Jacques was known by the surname of Bengle, Beng and Bang! | 
This 1s authenticated by the visual examination of any of the records which prove that - 
they are all the same person. J acob and Martha, the widow of Michel Dargaret, married 
at Point Coupee on May 4, 1769.° 


On May 4, 1769, after having published the three banns 
of marriage, the first on the 16", the second on the 23™ 
and the third on April 30 last, the third, fourth and fifth 
Sundays after Easter, between Jacob Hankel, native

A marriage under such conditions would seem to be a marriage of convenience 
for Martha, but it was more than a convenient agreement as three children are known to 
have blessed this union: Jacques, Francoise and Theresa. 


Jacques married Marie Angelique Baudreau on January 21, 1841 after their 
children were grown and they had moved from the coast near West Pascagoula over to 
Mobile County, Alabama. Both he and Angelique were of an advanced age when the 
civil marriage took place. It is possible, that upon examining the actual record, the date 
could be a misprint. All their children were raised Bangs even though he was not 
acknowledged as the father in all of their baptisms. Further research will answer these 
questions concerning the paces of Jacob Bang LI and his wife Marie Angelique 
Baudreau. 


_ Jacques was the first child of Jacob I and Martha and was bom at paints te Coupee.”

Further references to Martha are limited to her presence at the marnage of 
her daughter Marie’ [whose father was Michel Dargaret] to Luis Fayard. '’ Martha also 
was present and gave consent at her daughter Martha’s marriage to Jean Ryan.'? Marie 
Marthe Paquet had been born, grew up and had married under the French rule, raised her 
children during the English period and attended her daughters’ weddings in the new 
Spanish regime. 


Martha and her second husband, Jacques Henkle, most likely died on their 
Pascagoula River home, near present-day Gautier. As late as 1822, a certification 
of claim was awarded to George B. Dameron and the original claimant was noted 
as “Madam Martha Paquet.” '’ Further description says that the 640 acres was 
“situate above White’s Point on the Pascagoula River.” Still another document 
dated 1836 offers this proof of the location of the English land grant of Jacob 
Henkle I, which was virtually unchanged in size: = 


‘All that tract of land lying on the West side of the 
Pascagoula River and being in the County of Jackson, 
State of Mississippi about a half a mile from the mouth 
of said River up at the place called the Village... above 
said Village where Madame Jacob Bain resided many 
years ago containing 640 acres more or less.”

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The reference to Madame Jacob Bain shows the transition of the surname Henkle 
to Bain; hence Bang. There is no explanation for this name change, but documents prove 
that it did happen. Jacob Hankle I! was born at Pointe Coupee, Louisiana and it is with 
this Jacob that we first see the spelling of the name Hankle changed to Bang. While his 
- name did vary to Beng and Bengle at times, the name Bang still prevails through his 
descendants. 


This Jacob Bang married Marie Angelique Baudreau, the daughter of Jean 
Baptiste Baudreau IIT and Marie Luisa LaLancette [dit Fayard]. Jacob and Angelique’s 
family will appear in a later publication by the Society. 


This article has been taken almost in entirety from Brother Jerome Lepre’s featured

Brother Jerome always be remembered 
for his generosity and passion for his family history and genealogy research, and it is with 
appreciation that I have taken the opportunity to use his work in this publication. 
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RESIDENTS OF THE PASCAGOULAS DURING THE ENGLISH PERIOD 
As Interpreted from Maps by George Gauld, 1768 


Records are scarce for this period in Gulf Coast history. We must rely almost entirely on 
Catholic Church records and land records to create our family histories and genealogies. One 
source is that of George Gauld, surveyor and cartographer for the British government in the reign 
of King George III. The governors of both the provinces of Florida instructed that he’ 


“explore and investigate, with great Care and attention, the hitherto unknown Coast of 
that extensive Country, and to procure accurate Charts and Surveys of the said Coast, and of the 
principal Rivers and Harbours fit for Navigation....” 


After the long journey along the lands bordering the Gulf of Mexico, he concentrated on 
the seacoast beyond the great bays of Mobile and Pensacola. He moored his ship, the Sir Edward 
Hawke neqr Dauphin Island and after being delayed for six days with squalls and moderate 
winds, he set out in the cutter with a crew of sixteen men to resume his work. He surveyed and 
drafted on his field sheets the coastline as far as the west arm of the river known then as now by 
the name Pascagoula. He ascended the east branch of the river some eight miles to “Pt. De 
]’auvergue” [the confluence of the Cedar River, [now Escatawpa River] at present-day Moss 
Point and the west branch about an equal distance. 7 


He moved back eastward along the shoreline to Bay de Baros [Bayou la Batre] then back 
to Pomte aux Chenes Bay [east Jackson county], and briefly examined part of the “Bay de 
Coussot”.’ [Bayou Casotte] Because there were so few people, I am sure that he was glad to find 
a place to refresh his supplies and talk with the residents, which could account for the extra 
attention in the Pascagoula Rivers area. After leaving Bayou Casotte and noting the beach front 
occupations, he passed Pascagoula Bluff and finally made his way into the west arm of the river. 
He then proceeded through a navigable cutoff to the east branch and thence back east toward the 
East Pascagoula River. He sounded over 10 feet of water in this east-west bayou, which was 


considerably more than the depth of the East Pascagoula River. 


He then recorded his visit to the plantation of Hugo Krebs, near the south entrance to 
“a grand Baye” later called Krebs Lake. Gauld said that he “enjoyed the hospitality of the most 
prominent planter on the coast.” There were five lots drawn out, showing a division of the Krebs 
property. Perhaps the lots represented homesites of his families. By the time of Gauld’s survey, 
Krebs’s first wife Marie Joseph was deceased and he had remarried to Marie Anne Chauvin of 
New Orleans. Since the Krebs house is mentioned in many Church records of the Mobile 
Diocese, it was no doubt a center of the route between Mobile and New Orleans.

One of the marked lots probably accounts for the family cemetery, which is most likely 
the resting place of his father-in-law, Joseph Simon dit La Pointe and his wife, Catherine Doucin. 
La Pointe is credited with building the original part of the historic landmark known as the “Old 
Spanish Fort” which is the oldest residence in the Mississippi Valley. No doubt there were other 
family members and least a few sailors and other travelers buried in the old cemetery also. 


Gauld’s attention to detailing the entire river basin in his survey and notes indicated that 
he must have spent some extended time at the Krebs plantation. In describing the Pascagoula 
River, Gauld noted that it emptied through several mouths and that it was “navigable for upwards 
of 50 leagues to the heart of the Choctaw Nation”. About twenty miles above its mouth the river 
divided into two branches, which descended southward about five or six miles apart. While the 
eastern branch of the Pascagoula River was not navigable or charted, today its deeply dredged 
channel accommodates ships to the modern facilities of the port of Pascagoula and lines up with 

‘the natural deep water channel by the west end of Petit Bois Island which Gauld first charted. 


There were good plantations on the east side of the river, but the Indians, particularly the 
Choctaws, molested the inhabitants and killed their cattle. Some of these plantation owners noted 
further in this article obviously did not stay because there were no settlements or close neighbors 
to help fend off the Indians. The French had settled along the coast and got along with the 
) Indians, but these settlers were moving into their territory, taking their hunting grounds and 
interfering with their access to the Pascagoula River and their initial rights to oyster beds in the 
coastal waters. 


Further surveys and notes included Round Island, then westward noting the mouth of 
Graveline Bayou and Bellefontaine Point and on to the entrance to the Bay of Biloxi, Bay St. 
Louis, and the other islands. | 


Along the beach front, just east of the East Pascagoula River, Gauld’ drew a small square 
indicating a house, which may have been that of Hugo Krebs’s son Francois Krebs. Francois was 
noted in later Spanish documents as having a part in the Spanish garrison at the Pascagoula Post. 
Another small square was drawn at the easternmost point of the mouth of the East river. Several 
early French families were living in the area in the 1720’s that had moved on to New Orleans and 
other places by this time. 


it On Round Island, at the mouth of the East Pascagoula River, is noted an old house. 
if Judging from later land records this must have been the house of one Moreau, whose widow 
married one of the Krebs sons. 


Across the West Pascagoula, near the mouth, is “P’r Paquet ruin.” Pierre Paquet I and 
and his wife Magdelaine most likely had a house there when they were first married, before their 
move to Mobile. In 1772, after Marie Martha Paquet mamed Jacob Henkle at Point Coupee, 
their first child was born in the Mobile Diocese district and it could be that they relocated to the 
“Paquet ruins” at that time. Further, Jacob Henkle’s petition was granted in 1772. This property 
is located just above present-day Highway 90 at Gautier. 


Two houses are noted at the mouth of the West river. Gauld’s perspective seems to be 
off target somewhat, and Madame Catherine Baudreau’s house sits near the point on a bank. The 
house to the northeast could have been one of her children, or perhaps a dairy barn. It is more 
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likely that it was the house of her son Jean Baptiste Baudreau III and his wife, Marie Louise 
LaLancette {dit Fayard]. This family is included in a previous special French period edition of 
MCHGS. Their daughter Marguerite was to marry Edwin Lewis, who built the plantation house 
known as Oldfields; and another daughter, Angelique marned Jaceb Bang II. Catherine 

_ Baudreau was on the Pascagoula River to stay, having moved from New Orleans with her 
children after the separation from her husband in the late 1750’s. She had bought the property 
from a man named Duvernay. 


Catherine was still managing her affairs and was the head of the Baudreau families who 
were living on the coast during the English dominion. She was born in France, marned Jean 
Baptiste Baudreau II at the house of La Pointe [now Krebs] during the French period; lived in 
New Orleans and had moved back to the Pascagoula River and was living under English rule. 
She was to live on and would die under the flag of Spain.

Pierre and Gilette were employees of the “Concession of Mr. de Rolli”. The term

concessions were given by the French to encourage settlers. This new land needed

On January 29, 1720, there appeared before us, a Capuchin Priest, Pastor in New 

Orleans and Vicar General of the Bishop of Quebec and undersigned witnesses, Pierre 
D’Argary, twenty-seven years of age, employed at the Concession of Mr. de Rolli, at the 

Chapitoulas, native of Rennes in Brittany, on one part and Gilette Gautier, of Rennes, 

widow of the deceased Mr. Felot, employed also at the same Concession. These two 

desire to contract marriage together in the Church. 

They declared and do declare to be agree and to agree to the following points: The same 
Pierre D’Argaray recognizes that there is due to the two children of the said deceased 
Mr. Felot, and Gilette Gautier, the value of two thousand dollars in goods and furniture 
that presently exists, that these be pledged to be given to them in kind or in value at the 

time the said children, Joseph and Therese Felot, are at their majority or if they will be 
required by justice; Secondly, that he institute a residual inheritance in ali the goods of 
Gilette Gautier in case he is taken by death before her and that he died without heirs 
issuing from their marriage; 
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Thirdly, in case he leaves children from this marriage, they will inherit from their 
patrimony and from half of the community property of the said marriage and belonging 
to Mr. D’Argaray. It is well understood that the said Gilette Gautier will take for her 
dowry from the said goods and property 800 francs of income for life and that he leave 
the use of all the said goods and property on condition, nevertheless, that she will be 
obliged as a good mother to raise and establish the said children according to their 
state; fourthly, the said Gilette Gautier declares that in case she is taken by death before 


the said Mr. D’Argaray, she wishes and intends that the said D’Argaray divide between 


the children, Joseph and Therese Felot, half of the community property that is belonging 
to her earned during the said marriage, and that the said Joseph and Therese Felot 
cannot claim but their part in the said community property with the children issuing from 
the said second marriage, All of these matrimonial agreements that.the said parties have 
freely stipulated, without being forced by anything but the law, are so stated in presence 
of Mr. Chauvin de la Freniere, Chauvin de Beau Lieu, de Kernion and Duplesis, who 
have signed the present ace with me and the said contracting parties, on the day and

Madame Paquet had lived on Cat 
Island but presently lives in New Orleans and wishes to claim that she is the heir to the 
estate of her dead father, Sieur Pierre Piquet who was living in Port-au-Prince, Island of 
Santo Domingo, where he died. Through Mr. Pierre Richoux, Procurator General, 

resident in New Orleans, to whom Madame Pacquet gave the power of attorney to act in 


her behalf regarding the succession of Sieur Paquet, she presented herself as the heir to . 


all of her father's goods, if there remain any. If any do remain, he, Mr. Richoux, is to 
proceed by just means to make known those things to be taken for the widow, including 
goods of worth that the Notary will judge proper to accept or refuse in the succession. It 


is to be understood that she will pay all bills outstanding against the estate, and 


whatever remains will be hers. 


If the judges agree with the foregoing, everything would be executed as requested above: 
the furniture would be sold and outstanding debts paid, all money loaned would be 
collected. The Procurator would have the power to transfer, to compromise, to accept, to 


refuse, to rent, to decide, to plead, to call, to oppose anything in the succession. He may 
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even revoke or substitute other people of his choice, if matters warrant. Madame Paquet 
also gave the Procurator the power of attorney to extend, to convey, to engage and to 
affirm all inheritances which will be made to her in the succession, all things being to 
her convenience, so that she may receive the returns from all things sold. He will obtain 
and sign all pertinent papers to that effect approved by the widow. All of the foregoing 
would be done by the Procurator before witnesses, so that all may see that what is done 
is acceptable or unacceptable. This is done in New Orleans on March 17, 1767.

For twenty-five years they have inhabited — 
built upon it and cultivated it till this very moment, and which is sold to the said John 
Baptist Nicolett, purchaser, for a sum of two hundred twenty-five dollars in ready money, 
which they received in my presence. Whereby the said purchaser may enjoy it now and 
forever without fear of any trouble or alienation whatever, guaranteeing to him the 
present sale as a good and lawful one. And as a greater security the sellers bind their 
property, present and to come and give power to the Justices for the fulfillment thereof in 
the general form that it is ordered.

12. six bed sheets with a dozen face towels and three table cloths all very old. The 
whole lot is estimated in the sum of 35 pounds. 

13. a house of earth-covered post veneered with ordinary mud, estimated in the sum 
of 800 pounds 

14. one negress and her child of 15 months, estimated in the sum of 700 pounds 

A marriage settlement between the deceased Mr. Dargarey and Madame Gilette Gautier, 

his wife, held at Tchoupitoulas, before Reverend Father’ Raphael, Superior of the 

Capuchin Fathers of this City, on January 29, 1720, held that were no other effects 

belonging to Madame Gautier’s Succession, so we ended the said inventory and placed 

the effects in the hand of Madame Gilette Gautier to allow her to be represented however 

and whenever she would be summoned.

There probably were several more children born between 1726 and 1739, but I 
' have not been able to find any records of them. 


Mr. Arsenault apparently had difficulty separating the children of Martin 
HENRY and Marie HEBERT from those of his brother Jean HENRY, who married 
another Marie HEBERT. In any event, ‘the census of 1714 at Cobequid shows 
that Martin HENRY and Marie HEBERT had three sons and three daughters by 
that time. One of the daughters must have been your ancestor Elizabeth, who 
married Jean Baptiste BREAU about 1725. The only other HENRY family in 
Acadia was that of- Magtin's father Robert, and we can otherwise account for 
mill of Robert's ohildren. 


The parents of Jean Baptiste BREAU may also be determined by elimination. 
As Jean Baptiste was.married by 1725, he must have been born before the

On April 1, 1984, the Times~Picayune Newspaper of New Orleans published in 
their rotogravure section a feature article on Denise Drake, a resident of 
Kenner, Louisiana and a victim of Friedrich's Ataxia. Within a week 
afterewards, I received no less than six copies of this article from 
members of AGE. I was overwhelmed and impressed with the interest shown and 
appreciative that you thought enough to share it with AGE. 


One of the persons featured in the article, Betty LEBLANC, was ja member of 

AGE for a year not long ago. She is mentioned in AGE (July, 1982, p. 73). 

At that time, she was requesting anyone with this weakness in their family 

to come forward so that research could be’ done Gh it. Apparently she has 

been tireless in her. efforts, since now this problem has surfaced in the 
newspapers and has received the support of Dr. Bronya xeats of LSU at New 
Orleans. Her aim is to detect a genetic marker, or flag, such as a blood 

group, which can be used to determine the probability that an individual is 

: a carrier of Friedreich's Ataxia. To do this she needs accurate genealogies 

for all the patients in order to come up with a common set of ancestors. 


She is collaborating with Dr. M. A. Wilensky, the Medical Director of the 
Louisiana Regional Ataxia Clinic, a branch of the National Ataxia 
Foundation, with Denise Drake, featured in the article and President of the 
Louisiana (Chapter of the National Foundation, as well as with Betty 
LeBlanc. They are trying to reach as many people of Acadian ancestry with 
the ataxia as possible. 


So, this is a request to you readers. This is called "The Cajun Connection" 
because the percentage of its existence is much higher among Cajuns due to 
the intermarriage of ancestors. The symptoms include lack of coordination 
and difficulty in walking, talking and balance. Let's try to find the 
common ancestors that intensified the chances of acquiring this disease - 
if it indeed can be called a disease.

Des RICHARD DE PARTOUT, INC an association of descendants of Michel Richard 
Incorporated December 9, 1991 in the State of Louisiana USA. 


Michel Richard born at LaRochelle, France in 1630, arrived at Port Royal, Nova Scotia on 
August 16, 1654 with the LeBorgne Expedition, Michel choosing to remain in Port Royal was 
discharged and obtained his land in Belleisle from, Seigneur LeBorgne which was to be his home 
for the remainder of his life. In 1656 Michel married Madeleine Blanchard of which ten children 
were born. In 1682 Michel married Jeanne Babin of which two known children were born. 
From this origin there are millions of Richard descendants in the world today. 


COAT OF ARMS 


1) The first fleur de lis represents Michel Richard in France, the second fleur de lis 
represents Michel Richard in Nova Scotia, and the third fleur de lis represents Michel 
Richard descendants wherever they are residing today.

JOSEPH "BEAUSOLEIL" BROUSSARD 
BY Ovey Broussard 


The first BROUSSARD that records can be found on who was the 
first to leave France and come to Canada to settle there, was 
Jean-Francois BROUSSARD. 


He came to Canada aboard the ship L'Oranger. There were fifty 
other colonists who came to Canada from orders issued by Jean 
Baptiste COLBERT, minister to King Louis XIV. They left 
LaRochelle, France in the spring of about 1671. Jean Francois met 
and married Catherine RICHARD, daughter of Michel RICHARD and 

Madeleine BLANCHARD, about» 1680. They had eleven children: 
Madeleine, Pierre, Marie, Catherine, Elizabeth, Francois, Claude, 
Joseph, Alexandre, Jean Baptiste and Noel. 


Joseph, Alexandre and Noel became legends during the exile of the 
Acdadians from Canada. The most tragic event to happen to the 
three brothers was to Noel during their resistance to exile. 


Jean and Catherine settled in Chipoudy (Hopewell Hill, N.B.), 
then later moved to Port Royal (now Annapolis Royal, N.S.), where 
he died on December 13, 1716. When they moved their two sons, 
Joseph and Alexandre, remained in Chipoudy since they had both 
married two sisters, Agnes and Marguerite THIBODEAUX, moving in 
different sections of the Petitcoudiac River and later founding 
the village called Beausoleil. 


Joseph and Agnes had ten children. They were living there when 
the English started the massive deportation of the Acadians in 
1755. Noel had remained in Petitcoudiac, where he had a large 
beautiful tract of land under full cultivation and was living 
comfortably. Noel could not resign himself to quitting Chipoudy 
to wander in the woods with his family at the approach of the 
terrible winters, as Joseph and Alexandre had done. Joseph was 
made leader of the Acadian resistance and Alexandre had followed 
him. 


Noel finally had to abandon his home after the whole community 
had been taken over by the English, and decided to join the 
fugitives. He left with his family, his mother and children of 
which the youngest was eight days old. That winter he lost his 
mother, wife and children except for two - a girl and a boy. From 
Petitcoudiac to Restigouche, where he arrived in the first days 
of Spring, one might have followed his steps by the graves he had 
left behind containing his family. Noel's life came to an end 
when he was decimated by a cannon ball ina battle at Lapointe~-a-

& Sian and Alexandre remained in the region of Boundary Creek 


even after the burning of their villages, hiding among Indians in 
the woods. Joseph was a sharpshooter with a musket and took heavy 


“toll of English soldiers. ‘The English had a price on his head, 
dead or alive. 


On the Petitcoudiac River (Ft. Cumberland) an English raiding 
party was setting fire to houses, barns and crops. Joseph and his 
followers came out of the woods when the English torches finally 
reached their church. After that engagement, twenty-nine English 


soldiers lay dead. The defenseless Acadians fought with axes, 
hoes and hammers. 


In 1759, Moncalm was defeated and Joseph lost all hope. Winter 
was coming soon. Faced with growing hunger, lack of necessities, 
he headed up a delegation for Ft. Cumberland to report his 
surrender to Colonel Frye, the commandant, and asked that his 


life be spared. The entire delegation was imprisoned and kept at 
Halifax. 


Like many stories concerning the Acadians, there are many 
conflicting ways the same story is told. The same holds true for 
Joseph. Some say that after being released he was kept at Halifax 
for the duration of the war. Other authors say he was brought to 
England as a prisoner of war with two hundred other prisoners 
since he was so feared and hated by the English. Some say when 
released after the war he went to New England and then took a 
schooner to Santo Domingo. How could he have afforded to charter 
a schooner? I am sure the English had stripped him of everything 
and they would not allow the ships to bring any Acadians to 
French-owned territories. Some even say he walked with followers 


from New England to Louisiana, building rafts to come down the 
rivers. 


Why was he nicknamed Beausoleil? There are also many different 
Stories. One is because he lived in an area named Beausoleil. But 
I would think it would be the other way around - the place named 
for him when he founded it. But the one I want to believe is the 
account of his smiling face and the genial expression with which 
he met everybody. He was also given the name of Gaurhept when he 
got nere to Louisiana. Some say it's because of the cheerfulness 
with which he always received orders from his superior officers. 
I. personally heard my elders say it was because he was afraid if 
Caught by the English after his release, they would kill him. 


Louisiana records show that he was among the first Acadians to 
arrive in Louisiana in 1765. He contacted a retired French 
Captain, Antoine Bernard d'HAUTERIVE whom he had Known in Canada, 
and requested assistance for him and his many fellow men.

A large tree fell near our cabin. It is now raining and we have leaks in our 
roof. At seven o'clock we hear cannon in the distance. 


Today July 4th, we were awakened by the firing of cannon. The Yankees are fi- 
ring from their Fort to celebrate their independence. I hope that with God's 
help we shall soon be able to celebrate our second independence. At 10 Mama, 
Minimme, Little Sam and I went to the house with the intention of returning to 
the woods but I do not like to return there. It seems to me now that I can 
brave the bombs. We returned to the woods at 2 PM. The wind is rising again 
and Aunt Ayraud is so much afraid she does not want to enter the cabin. She is 
looking all around her to see if the trees are not going to fall.. Minimme 
also is afraid and she and mother did not want to eat anything. As for us, we 
do not intend to miss our dinner. At 3 o'clock we hear a lively cannonade down 
the river. July 5th 2 PM. We are back in our house. We returned home yester- 
day at 4. How glad I am!! We passed the whole morning cleaning up the house 
and putting back in the amoire the clothes which we had taken out last Tuesday 
when we thought our house was going to burn. Now I am no longer afraid, for I 
am sure that the Confederates will not go away and if they stay here they will 
prevent the Yankees from coming. We learned today that the Confederates have 
taken a gunboat at St. James, that Banks has been killed and that Breckenridge 
is at New River. Is all that true? I wish it with all my heart but cannot 
believe it. (Aug 22nd 1863. All that was false.) 


We expect to see Oscar, Ninique and Charles in a few days. They are said to be 
at Thibodaux or in the neighborhood. AH! If we had also the happiness to see 
our other cousins who departed two years ago. But we do not even know what has 
become of them. We have not had a single word from any of them for the last 
ten months. Oscar Achee passed several days at his house, he returned to his 
company in St. James without coming to see us. Uncle Ayraud saw Ninique and 
Charles in Labadieville. He was not able to see Armand Richard, but we know 
that he is well. He went to Aunt Ross's. The battery is in St. James. 


We are today at the 22nd of Aug 1863, and more than a month has passed since I 
wrote the last lines. How many changes have taken place in that short time!! 
We are no longer in the power of the Confederates. And we are again in the 
power of the Yankees. We were surely not expecting this. I was glad when I 
knew the Confederates to be in large numbers on the bayou. Our joy was very 


short. Why has not the happiness of seeing our friends near us not lasted to 
the end of the war? 


We did not even have the happiness of seeing our cousins whom we expected every 
day. Oscar came a mile and a half from here. How is it that he did not come 
as far as our house? I do not know, but can hardly believe that he could not 
have come to see us if he had really wished to do so. 


We had suffered much since the beginning of this unfortunate war and we did not 
believe we could suffer more. A battle had taken place in front of our house, 
but we were destined to see things much worse. 


I have no words to express what we suffered from the 11th to the 13th of July. 


On Fri July 9th we heard from some Confederate soldiers that the enemy was at 
Donaldsonville, 1500 strong and we began to be troubled. Not that we doubted

few families above this we find Amand RICHARD and his wife Marie (BRAUX). 
Marguerite BRAUX probably married Ignace BABIN in Maryland ca. 1766; this 
family is listed next to that of Amand RICHARD in 1767 at St. Gabriel. 


This leaves us only Paul BRAUX to account for. Although Arsenault says that 
Paul was the son of a first marriage of Jean-Baptiste BRAUX, the Ascension 
parish civil records don't agree with his...In the marriage contracts (ASC Q-61 
& Q-667) of two daughters of Jean Baptiste BRAUX, Paul BRAUX is said to 
be their uncle...In his own marriage contract (ASC Q-485) Paul is said to be 
the son of Jean BRAUX/Isabel HENRY. This leads to another question: Who 
was the Jean BRAUX who was apparently the father of both Jean-Baptiste and 
of Paul BRAUX ???? 


Geraldine Burke received several replies to her query in the January AGE regard- 
ing Anne BELLIVEAU who married Paul GAUTROT: Rosaline Guitard, Faul 3elli- 
veau and Esther Leger replied with basically the same answer: From 83o0na Arsen 


ault, 0. 412, Anne BELLIVEAU, b. 1740, d/o Louis/Louise HACHE,. m. 1) Paul 
GAUTEROT and 2) Jean BOURG from Cobdequid, s/o Jean and of Marie-Anne 
TERRIOT. Anne diel at Memramcook in 1820. 


Renee B. Talley replied to ‘4ary Ann Carter re her PICOU ancestors. For human 
interest purposes I am quoting part of the reply from Renee: 


Urbain PICOU and Marguerite Modest BABIN were the parents of Emerante PICOU 
who married John HARLAND in Houma, La. They had my great-grandmother 

Julia Ann HARLAND who married Frederick Drozan PERREOT. They had Mary 
Emma PERRENOT who married my grandfather, Wiltz Joseph BETHANCOURT. 
They had Edgar Frederick BETHACOURT who married Viola Tennessee KINNISON 
and I am the one and only child of that marriage. 


There is a lot of information available on the PICOU family. They aze all from 
St. John the Baptist parish and we have them even back into France. When I! 
can dig it alf out I will send it to you. There are four generations of Urbain 
PICOUS. The father of Urbain PICOU is Urbain PICOU who married Emerante 
CLERO (many spellings of this name). This Urbain was the son of Urbain PICOU 
and Maria Josefa SCHMIDT of the German Coast, St. John the Baptist parish. 
This Urbain was the son of Urbain PICOU and Marie Josefa LARMASIAUX (many 
spellings of this also). They are the first generation in Louisiana from France. 
The family came from Brittany in France and when I get all the boxes out Tr 
can tell you exactly the village. 


Emerante PICOU HARLAND is buried in the Bisland Cemetery near Montegut, 
La. She died as a fairly young mother and then John HARLAND married her 
sister, Celina PICOU and had more children. One of the children of the second 
Marriage became very wealthy in Mexico and his son still lives there and has 

a large family. My grandfather left Houma, La. about the turn of the century 
and married Mary Emma PERRENOT in El Paso, Texas. He left because he con- 


tracted TB and wanted to live, and knew that if he got away from the humid

Buried: Coalville Cem. Marked by stone which reads "Wife of V. Richards”. 


Dorsette and two brothers came from France to South Carolina. The year 

is not known. One brother stayed in South Carolina; one brother settled in 
Louisiana, and Dorsette settled in the Biloxi area. The brothers' names are 
not known. Dosette's house at 523 East Beach, Biloxi, MS is still standing 
today. It is classified as a place of interest, an antebellum residence. 

It is built of cypress, with hand-hewn beams, and put together with wooden 
pegs. Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Wood are the present owners. In correspondence 
with Mrs. Wood, I learned Dosette's first wife was a Miss DuBuye of New 
Orleans, and her father built the home for her. Names of children, if 

any, are unknown. 


Dosette's second wife was Elizabeth Pitts. They had three sons named 
Seymour, Henry, and Benjamin Ammon. Seymour did not marry, and was killed 
in the Civil War. Henry married Ellen Stiglets, of Lorraine, MS, and they 
had seven children: Tudie, Basket, Dollie, Nett, Henriette, Melissa and 
Lille. 


Valentin Dosette Richards had a Spanish land grant. The General Services 
Adminstration, Washington, D. C. describes this land as follows: 


section 33, Twonship 7 South, Range 9 West; 

W 1/2 of SW 1/4 of Section 29, Township 7 South, 
Range 10 West; and W 1/2 of NW 1.4 of Section 25, 
Township 6 South, Range 11 West in Mississippi. 


This land is now a part of the City of Biloxi, MS, and extends from the 
beach drive inland to what is known as Back Bay. Dosette Richards lived 
to be 106 years of age, so the relatives say. 

The name Richards is also spelled Richars and Richard in France.

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VALENTINE DOCETTE RICHARD. 
1776-1868 
by L. H. Richard 


Valentine Docette Richard, 1776-1868, a Mississippi Coast Pioneer, who, in the 
year 1819, owned one-fifth of the area then known as the Village of Biloxi. 

Docette, as he was known, was born in 1776 at St. Gabriel, Louisiana. He was 
the son of Amant Richard and Marie Braux. Amant and Marie were Acadians who, as 
teenagers, had been dispersed from Acadia, Nova Scotia in 1755 and sent to Maryland. 
Later, they married and migrated to Louisiana. | 

In 1797, Docette married Susanne Marque (Mark), a resident of the Louisiana 
German Coast. Susanne died shortly after giving birth to a son in 1798. 

Docette married a second time in 1800. His wife, Marguerite Babin, was the 
daughter of exiles from Acadia. Marguerite’s parents, Joseph Babin and Marie LeBlanc, 
had been sent to England and then to Belle Isle En Mer, France, where Marguerite was 
born 1n 1770. The Babin family migrated to Louisiana sometime after the year 1777. 

Docette, Marguerite and their three children moved to the Mississippi Coast 
between the years 1806 and 1811, apparently before the United States took complete 
control of the area. Documents in Washington, D.C. indicated that the United States 
granted Docette Section 33, Township 7 in Biloxi based on a Spanish Land Grant, but the 
original Spanish Land Grant has never been found. 

In 1824, Docette had Section 33 surveyed and found it contained 443 acres. He 
began to sell and trade his land, and by June 6, 1835 he had disposed of all the land he 
owned in Section 33, Township 7 in the Settlement of Biloxz. 

Marguerite died in 1829 in Biloxi. She had given birth to two sons and two 
daughters. About 1836, Docette then remarried a third time to Elizabeth Pitts Hightower, 
a widow with two children. 

Under the Land Grant laws of the United States to early settlers, any grant made 
to an early settler was for a maximum of 640 acres to each Grantee. In 1838, Docette 
found that his original grant should have been for 640 acres, but that Section 33 had 
contained only 443 acres. He then petitioned the United States Government and was 


awarded an additional 196 acres to make up for the original deficit. This grant made in 
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1846 awarded him this additional acreage in Section 25, Township 6 and Section 29 
Township 7 in Harrison County, Mississippi. 

Docette died in 1868 at the age of 92 and is buried in the Coalville Cemetery in 
Woolmarket. He left many descendants from his second and third marriages. 

From the second marriage — a daughter Delphine who married Edward Saucier; a 
daughter Adele who married William Holley and a son, Narcise who married Eleanore 
Fayard, whom through her grandmothers, the wives of Jacque Ryan and Louis Fayard, 
was a descendant of Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit Graveline. 

From the third marriage — a son Henry who married Ellen Stiglet and a son 
Benjamin Ammon who married Emma Holley. Through these marriages, Docette’s 
descendants today number in the hundreds throughout the Mississippi Gulf Coast area. 

Docette Richard, with the spirit inherited from his Acadian ancestors, came to 
develop a wilderness and then lived long enough to see that wilderness become the 


thriving City of Biloxi, Mississippi.

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SOME EARLIEST MISSISSIPPI FAMILIES 
by Mrs. John D. Moran 


Eighteenth century records tell us that at least the following 
families were residing on the Mississippi Coast before the year 1800: 
The Ladners, the Morans (Morin), Nicaises, Favres, Bourgeoises, Fay=- 
ards, Sauciers, Carcos, LaFontaines, and one Cuevas family. Some 
of these family names originally came here in the very early 1700's 
under French colonization (1699-1763)--the Ladners, Sauciers, Nicaises, 
and probably the LaFontaines, to mention a few. After the British 
assumed control of the Mississippi Coast in late 1763, however, some 
of these old Roman Catholic French and French-Canadian families found 
it difficult to remain here and own property, until passage of the 
Quebec Act by the British Parliament in 1774. The Quebec Act guaran- 
teed Roman Catholics under British rule freedom of public worship 
and confirmed the possession ot their ancient churches and revenues. 
There is evidence that some individual members of these, and other, 
families moved from the Mississippi Coast under British rule, going 
to Spanish New Orleans, the Slidell-area, and elsewhere, returning f 
after 1781 when Bernardo Galvez claimed the Mississippi Coast for | i 
Spain. 


On a faded and hardly legible 8 June 1777 Militia List of the 
Opelousas, Louisiana, area one may find a possible Joseph Moran, 
Baptiste Saucier, Joseph Silvestre, two Trahans and a Francois Veillion-- 
all of whose names later appear on the Mississippi Coast -- but I have 
failed to positively identify any of the Coast's known early French 
residents as actual enlisted military combatants in the Revolutionary 
Nar for independence from England. There is no doubt, however, where 
their sympathies would have lain in any conflict between the British 
and an adversary. 


In late 1814, when the British approached Bay St. Louis enroute 
to the Battle of New Orleans, the sons, husbands, and grandsons of 
these Old Frnech and French-Canadian families hurried to enlist in 
the Mississippi Militia just as soon as the British were sighted 
off the Mississippi Coast. Those from the Bay St. Louis-wolf River- 
Pass Christian area who enlisted in Captain Joseph Vellio(n)'s Com- 
pany of the Mississippi Militia on the 13th of December 1814, in- 
cluded: Charles, Francois, "I.", and J. B. Favre; Laur't Fayard; 

J. Labat; Bazile, Carlos, "E.", Francois, and John Ladner or Lad- 

nier; C. Lafontaine; Jean Baptiste, John, and Pierre Morin (Moran) ; re 
Charles Nicaise; "P.", Philip, "T.", and T. F. Saucier; Joseph Vellio(n); | 
and I. B. Toulme. Newcomer Elihu Carver, married to Justine Nicaise 2 
a daughter of one of the oldest families in Mississippi, also enlisted. 


The Cathedral of the Immaculate Conception in Mobile, Alabama, 
whose baptismal and marriage record entries begin under date of 1704, 
and the younger St. Louis Cathedral in New Orleans count among their 
treasures many baptismal, marriage, confirmation and death records 
of these old Mississippi families during the 1700's and up to the 
Carly 1840's when the first of the existing Catholic churches on our 
Coast were established. Members of these families are identified in 
in many of these records during the 1700's as having been born on 
Cat Island, at Bay St. Louis, on Deer Island, etc., etc. During 
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French Speaking People Lived Continuously on Biloxi Bay Since the 
Iberville Landing in 1699 -~ C. E. Schmidt -- September, 1976 


The colony remained on Biloxi Bay nearly three years before moving 
to Mobile, which is long enough for the colonists to become acquainted 
with the indians and to learn to:subsist from the soil and the bay, 
and possibly to stake claims and build homes. When orders came to 
move, the journal shows that a Canadian named Deslots remained be- 
hind. 


On the second official departure from Biloxi Bay in 1722, there 
had also been a three-year stay, during which time, many new colonists 
arrived, including 80 Casket Girls. Such activity suggests the proba- 
bility that some families remained even though Biloxi was officially 
abandoned by 1727. 


These people lived a primitive and isolated existence for 83 years 
or about five generations. They were visited by priests with some 
regularity, from the cathedrals at New Orleans and Mobile, where | 
old faded records can be found of baptisms and marriages. | 


Historian J. F. H. Claibornein describing the annexation of the 
Mississippi Coast by the U. S., states: "...tae population was for 
the most part the descendants of the followers of Iberville..." In 
1811 Dr. Flood, a well-known citizen of New Orleans, was authorized 
to sail to the Coast and officially take it over, and establish the 
offices of Justice of the Peace. Dr. Flood's report of this mission 
gives convincing evidence that the people he encountered at Biloxi 
Bay were French and that they had been there for a long time. He | 
reports: "...proceeded to the Bay of Biloxi, where I found Mr. (Jacque) § 
Ladnier, and gave him his commission. He is a man of excellent sense, | 
but can neither read nor write." The report continues: "They are 
all. along this beautiful coast, a primitive people, retaining the 
gaity and politeness of the French. They plant a little rice, and 
a few roots and vegetables, but depend for subsistence chiefly on 
game and fish. although his mission was to establish the offices of 
Justice of the Peace, he stated: "...few laws will be wanted here. 
The people are universally honest. There are no crimes. The father 
of the family or the oldest inhabitant settles all.disputes." Such’ 
a tradition proves that these people had lived together for many 
years. Dr. Flood reported an estimated population between Pearl 
River and Biloxi Bay: "...four hundred and twenty - chiefly French 
and creoles." There is no evidence that they had any part in the re- 
cent rebellion against Spanish authority. ! 


areaouan Biloxi Bay was soon invaded by Americans, yet the na- |. 
tives retained their language for many years. In 1858 Bishop Elder. 
wrote to a Father Holton at Pass Christian saying: "I have just now 
written to Fr. Georget, putting Ocean Springs under his immediate 
care. I will be thankful to you if you will give them an English 
sermon whenever you can." This implies that Fr. Georget, 41 years 
after the Flood visit, was still preaching in French. As late as 
1900 old timers at St. Martin and Bayou Poiteaux spoke English with 
a French accent. 


Further evidence of continued French habitation of Biloxi Bay can 
be found in the LaFontaine claim which expanded into the town of 
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Ocean Springs. In deed book 58 of the Jackson County record of deeds 
can be found the following: 


"Act of Congress approved March 3, 1819: "An act for 
adjusting the claims to land, and establishing land 
offices in the districts east of the island of New 
Orleans" — The Claim of the Widow LaFontaine under 
Julian Azevedo, entered as No. 30 in abstract No, 10 
of Commissioner Crawford, has been confirmed, and that 
the same has been surveyed and designated as Section 
37 containing 236-95/100 acres T 7S R8 W. 
Signed by James K. Polk 

(President of the United States 1845 - 49) 


Claim section 37 extends from Pershing Avenue west to Martin Avenue, 
and from the beach to the section line, and is in the central part 
of Ocean Springs. This is the only claim confirmed on the east side 
Of Biloxi Bay. County records show that all surrounding land was 
sold by the U. S. government to individual buyers at $1.25 per acre. 


This act above quoted, shows that the U. S. government in 1819 
established a land office to investigate and confirm prior land 
claims under Spanish, English or French authority. The name Julian 
Azevedo is obviously Spanish, which suggests that the LaFontaine 
claim had been confirmed by Spanish authority prior to 1811. Since 
the name LaFontaine appears in early colonial records, it is most 
probable that they received their claim from French colonial authority. 


Hundreds of land owners in Ocean Springs have based their claims 
on the Widow LaFontaine, who is also the grand dame of hundreds of 
descendants along Biloxi Bay. Yet, such is the irony of fate that 
it is not known where on her domain she lived, when she died, nor 
even where her remains were laid to rest. 


QUERY: "My grandmother's name was Hannah(Hanna) Witherspoon, maiden name 
unknown. She had a 15 year old Pete Witherspoon with her in the 
1850 Bexar County (San Antonio, Texas) Census. He could have 
been her brother instead of her son. 


I believe that she might have married a Francis or Frank Huntress, 
Sr. in Louisiana.

Both she and the Witherspoon boy were born in New York. He was 
born in 1836, and died in San Antonio, Texas in 1915.

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that era, the priests who performed these ecclesiastical acts were 
ordered to record the places of birth, the names of the parents and, 
in the late 1700's, even the names of grandparents of persons being 
baptized or married. Separate registers were frequently maintained 
for those of non-European ancestry. Even witnesses were usually iden- 
tified by ethnic designation. | 


According to at least one version of Dr. Flood's report in 1811, ° 
after he had claimed the Mississippi Coast for the Orleans Territory, 
he found the Mississippi Coast occupied by descendants of the French 
and Indians. This ambiguous statement has been interpreted by some 
later writers, and by some other persons with mercenary intent, to 
mean that Dr. Flood found the Coast's residents in 1811 to be of 
mixed French and Indian ancestry. I have found no reference in con- 
temporary records, however, to any of these old French, French- 
Canadian and Spanish families as being of Indian ancestry. On the : 
contrary, they are usually identified as, "...of the color white...and, 
in the records quoted here, the names of the parents are given in 
full, frequently the names of the grandparents as well. As a genealo- 
gist, I find it regrettable that many so-called "historians" seem 
ignorant of reliable sources of information on the Coast's settlers in 
1811, and appear content to. eae aeore" again the oft-quoted report 
of Dr. Flood. | 


In a relatively recent publication, the "Widow LaFontaine" whose 
estate in the 1800's comprised a major portion of today's Ocean Springs, 
is blithely referred to as "...a young woman of Indian ancestry..."J) | 
She was, instead, Catherine Bourgeois daughter of Francois Bourgeois 
and of Marianne Fayard, born on the 9th of July of the year 1768, and 
‘her baptism.on the 23rd of October 1768 is of record in the St. Louis. 
Cathedral archives. Her husband was Louis Auguste LaFontaine, born | 
on the 27th day of May 1762, and his baptismal record, like hers, | 
gives the names of parents. They were Pierre ‘LaFontaine and Marie 
Dubois. The marriage record of Louis Auguste LaFontaine and Catherine 
‘Bourgeois, who was much later the "Widow LaFontaine", exists in the 
Mobile Catholic Cathedral. an . , 


How many of today' s Coast residents recognize an ancestor in the 
above record? Or in this one? as er 


"On the 28th day of May, one choudand eighteen hundred 
and two, I Don Juan Vaugeois, Pastor of the Church of. 

Our Lady of the Conception of Mobile, solemnly baptized | 
in the house of Pedro Fayard at Bay St. Louis...twins who 
were born on the 8th day of April...of Valentin Bourgeois 
and Marie Luisa Ladner...named Francisco and Maximiliano. = 
Paternal grandparents Francisco Bourgeois and Mariana 
Fayard; maternal grandparents Juan Bautista Ladner and 
Marie Luisa Fisseau..." . 


All these quotations are from certified photocopies of the original | 
records. "Pedro" Fayard is the Spanish for the French Pierre Fayard, 
or the English Peter Fayard: "Juan Bautista" is Spanish for the 
French Jean Baptiste, or the English John Baptist. Note that the 
historic little town of Bay St. Louis was known in 1802 as Bay St. 
Louis; years later the area was temporarily Shieldsboro, then again 
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Bay St. Louis. 


Philippe Saucier, to whom Dr. Flood handed a commission as Justice 
of the Peace in 1811, had been a Syndic under Spanish rule of the 
Coast. A Spanish Syndic was somewhat akin to our notary and judge. 
Philippe Saucier was married to Marie Louise Nicaise who was, as he 
was, a grandchild of early colonists under French rule of the Coast. 
Philippe's grandfather Jean Baptiste Saucier had been born in Quebec, 
Canada, on 4 December 1674, and had come to Mobile in December of 
1699 from Canada via France with d'Iberville. He married in late 
1704 to Gabrielle Savary, a "Pelican Girl," so-called because she 
arrived on the ship THE PELICAN along with twenty-two other marriage- 
able young girls “of virtue” in the care of two Grey Nuns. Philippe's 
father, Henry Saucier, had been married in 1732 at Fort de Chartres 
in the Illinois Country to Barbe LaCroix of Quebec, Canada. Their 
son, Philippe Saucier who settled in DeLisle, Mississippi, was born 
1 May 1747 and his baptism is recorded in the archives of the Mobile 
Catholic Cathedral. 
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Is it surprising that these early French were so widely traveled? 
They were, indeed, records of the 1700's showing that they went up and 
down the Mississippi River and back-and-forth along the Gulf Coast 
quite casually and frequently; by way of water, of course, as all-wea- 
ther roads did not exist. 


Philippe Saucier's wife, Marie Louis Nicaise Saucier, was a grand- ‘T 
daughter of French colonials who had come to Mobile from the Parish 
of St. Benoist, France, a suburb of Paris, in the waning days of the 
John Law concessions. Marie Louise Nicaise Saucier's will, hand- 
written in French, was recorded on the 15th of October 1846 in 
Harrison County probate records, which also show the disposition of 
her estate including “...twelve slaves, seventy-two head of cattle..." 
and various real estate, most of which was purchased by "...Jacques 
Saucier, Henry Saucier, Ramon Lizana, Virginia Toulme, Cherri Dedeaux..."| 
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Philippe Saucier's Spanish land claim, probably the grant of 16 
July 1794 to a Philippe Saucier, lies along the north side of DeLisle 
Bayou, intersected on the north by the later claim of a son-in-law 
Jean Pierre Francois Marie "Chevalier" Dedeaux; on the west, at the 
northwest end of today's DeLisle bridge, is the Spanish claim of Ber- 
thelemy Grelot, granted 16 December 1793. 


The records show that Philippe Saucier and Marie Louise Nicaise 
were parents of the following children, many of whose descendants re- 
side today in Hancock and Harrison Counties: Jean Philippe, born in 
1785 who married Marguerite Grelot, a daughter of Barthelemy Grelot; 
Eugenie, who married first Louis A. DeCalogne and second, on 19 Feb- 
ruary 1810, Jean Jacques "Bellon" Dedeaux, a native of Castel Sarassin, 
Languedoc, France; Magdeleine, who married on the same day, 19 Feb- 
ruary 1810, to Jean Pierre Francois Marie "Chevalier" Dedeaux, like 
his brother "Belon" a native of France; Marie Louise who married 10 
March 1814 Ramon Sebastiano Lizana, native of Spain; Victoire Uranie 
born 2 March 1793 who married J. B. Toulme, native of Santo.Domingo; 
Lucille born 29 December 1795 who married Bertrand Lasabbe; and 
Basilice born 30 May 1798 who married on 11 February 1817 Jean 
Cassibry,. native of Greece. There were possibly other children. 
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The venerable Jacques L'Adnier to whom Dr. Flood presented a commis- 
sion as Justice of the Peace On his arrival in 1811 at the Bay of 
Biloxi was almost certainly the Jacques Mathurin L'Adnier, son of 
Mathurin Ladner and sana Berda, whose wife was Marie Jeanne Carco, 
daughter of Nicolas Carco and "Josefa Cossin." The Ladners were 
here so early that by the year 1811 there were on the Coast at least 
two Jacques Ladners, two Francois Ladners, two Genevieve Ladners, 
four Jean Baptiste Ladners, and at least three Marie Louise and/or 


Louise Ladners, 


This name, Ladner (variously spelled L'Adnier, Laudiniere, Lardnair, : 
etc., etc., during the 1700's and into the 1800's) is frequently re- | 
corded in contemporary civil and ecclesiastical records as "...Ladner | 
dit (meaning called, or known as) Christianne...," or as "...Christian | 
dit Ladner...". Nicolas Ladner to whom the Spanish on 31 July 1781 | 
granted title to cat Island, made affidavit in his request for title ! 
to the island that he had been in possession of and had actually = 
occupied the island since about 1746. It was granted to him in the = 
name of Nicolas Christian. When his son Francois Ladner was bap- . 
tized, the baptism was recorded in St. Louis Cathedral archives thus: E

Francois born on the 1] of November of the year 1766, of the legiti- |

Island and of Madeleine Pacquier his wife...". Their daughter, | 
Louise Ladner, married Joseph Morin (Moran) of Quebec, Canada, in | 
Mobile, Alabama, on 2 June 1778, not quite two years after the sign- : 
ing of the Declaration of Independence. Louise Ladner is identified be 
in that 1778 marriage record as "...Louise Christian legitimate and 8 
natural (meaning not adopted) daughter of Nicolas Christian resident ka 
of Cat Island and Dame Marie Anne Magdeleine..." Other records in 
_our possession, some dated as late as 1815, give the surnames of 
individual members of this family as Christiane, Christian, and 
even as Christiano. It is this "dit," this nickname Christian, with 
the accent on the last syllable, from which the town of Pass Christian 


derived its name. 
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My research, however, has led me to believe that the present geo- ie 
graphic area designated "Pass Christian" was not the site of Dr. 
Flood's 1811 raising of the flag and his presentation of a commission || 
as Justice of the Peace to Philippe Saucier. It seems much more - ba 
likely to have been at what is today known as DeLisle where Philippe ae. 
Saucier's land grant was located, and where his home was situated. 


My reasons for believing this follow. 


In a number of civil and ecclesiastical records, Philippe Saucier 
is called upon to administer oaths and act as witness in his official 
office of Spanish Syndic, and it is hardly likely he would have main- 
tained an office five miles away from his home within the city limits 
of what is today Pass Christian. Some Spanish survey records from. 
at least 1802 through 1809 refer to the entire Pass Christian-Long 
Beach-DeLisle area as "...Place called Pass Christian...District of 
Bay St. Louis..." and mention Philippe Saucier as witness, or as 
assistant, or as administrator of oaths, at royally-decreed surveys. 
On at least two occasions, in photocopies of survey transcripts in 
our possession, he administered the oath to Pierre Morin (Moran) and 
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Jean Baptiste Nicaise, referring to them both as old inhabitants of 
“this area..." Both these men lived on the northern shore of the 


Bay of St. Louis. 


On a photocopy of a marriage record dated 25 November 1805, 
Philippe Saucier signs as witness when his wife's niece, Judith 
Nicaise daughter of Marcial Nicaise and Louise Fisseau, is married : 
"...at Pass Christian..." to Pierre Morin (Moran) son of Joseph | & 
Morin and Louise Ladner. All these people were then residing in re 
and around DeLisle. 


And, on the 1814 Hancock County Tax Roll, Philippe Saucier is 
shown as "...situated at...Wolf River" as the DeLisle area was fe” 
called a bit later in the first half of the last century. (Until - 
1841 Hancock County included what is today Harrison County.) On a 
this same 1814 Tax Roll will be found only three names--Charles Asmas, | | 
Senior and Junior, and Victor LeCount--at "Pass Christian," although 4 
the free Negro Charlot is shown in other records as owning property | 
at that time in what is today called Pass Christian. The property | 
was given to him by his owner Julia LaBrosse, Widow Asmar, whose aq 
last husband was Francois Carriere. At least 37 names "situated" at Re

Shown "situated" at Wolf River-—-the area known today as DeLisle, 
Bayou Portage, Pineville-Cuevas, and Pine Hills (Oblates' Seminary) 
in addition to Philippe Saucier, Senior, are the following persons Pe 
on the same tax roll: Madam "Bartolomy" who was probably Marie % 
Jeanne Nicaise, widow of Berthelemy Grelot: Julian and Jean P. Sau- 
cier; Pierre Moran who married Judith Nicaise on 25 November 1805; 
John Moran, wife unknown; Gilbert Ladnier who married Luisa Desideria 
Moran on 7 January 1807; Bazile Ladner whose wife was Helene Moran; 
Jean Baptiste Ladnier who may be the Jean Baptiste Ladnier who married 
Marie Josephe Moran on 13 October 1802; and Charles DeLupon, Phill 
Maturon, Michael Dragon, and Antonio Bayard. 


At "Old Chimneys" (today's Gulf Park College area) on this 1814 
Tax Roll are: Joseph Moran (the Second) who on 7 October 1806 was 
married to Marguerite Panquinet, daughter of Pedro Panquinet and 
Maria LaFontaine, a granddaughter of Pierre "Cadet" (which means 
"the younger") LaFontaine; Jean Baptiste Carco whose wife was die 
Pelagia Moran; Claud Ladnier, married to Ana Maria Francoise LaFontaine, 
widow of Pedro Panquinet; Soisint Peare; Lewis Gouidot (Guillot?): i 
George B. Dameron; Joseph Clowers; and Joseph Labatt. Joseph Labatt, 
Senior, married Marie Therese Krebs; Junior married Josephine Nicaise. 


Only the following names are shown as situated at, or owning 
property at, “Bay of Bloxia:" Lewis Fayar(d), Jacob Rion (Ryan); 
Jaco Ladnier; Jack N. Ladnier; Joseph Ladnier; Madam Fayar (d) ; 
John Ladnier; and Antonio Gor(?). 


The Moran family name was originally Morin, anglicized in the 
latter half of the last century to Moran in the Gulf Coastal area. 
It is still properly Morin in Canada, France, Santo Domingo, Portugal, 
and in some branches of this family now around St. Louis, Missouri, 
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Houston, Texas, and elsewhere who can trace their origin to northeastern 
France, The signature of the direct ancestor of most, probably all, 
Mississippi Coast Morans, still legible today in his original mar- 
riage record of 2 June 1778 was "Joseph Morin." The signatures of 
his friends who signed as witnesses, Jean Favre and Lewis Morotaux, 
are equally clear on that 1778 record. His mother, Madeleine 
Boulet (1693-1765) was a cousin of the explorer Louis Jolliet's wife, 
Claire-Francoise Bissot (1656-1710), and both traced their ancestry 
to Samuel de Champlain's friend, the apothecary Louis Hebert who is 
honored today throughout Canada as its first jurist, first settler, 
and first agriculturist. Louis Hebert came to Canada with Champlain 
for the first time in the winter of 1604-05, returning to France 
after two years at Port Royal in Nova Scotia. In 1617 he came again 
with Champlain to Canada, settling this time with his family in Que- 
bec City, just up the hill from Champlain's fort~-habitation. Cham- 
plain's journals frequently mention his evening visits to this first 
Quebec City family, noting occasionally that his dog Matelot (Sailor) 
accompanied him. The Hebert home site is today occupied by Quebec 
City's city hall and in the courtyard in front there are three groups 
of bronze statues of Louis Hebert and his family. 


The paternal great-grandmother of the first Joseph Moran on the 
Mississippi Coast, Marie Martin Moran (1637-cal710), wife of Pierre 
Morin (1634-1690), was granted a seigneury (land) on the Bay of 
Chaleurs on the Gaspe Peninsula, Quebec Province, in the vacinity of 
the seigneury granted to Pierre Le Moyne d'Iberville in 1690 for 
his expedition against the British at Corlaer (Schenectady, New York). 
The Widow Moran's "fief" was renounced by her in 1702, after she 
had moved her family to Quebec City. D'Iberville took no interest 
in his land and promptly disposed of it, sailing from Quebec in 
July 1690 to oust the British from Hudson's Bay. Impressed with the 
record of his accomplishments against the British at Hudson's Bay _ 
and elsewhere, d'Iberville was chosen by Louis XIV, King of France, 
to lead an expedition to find the mouth of the Mississippi River 
and block its entry by other nations; thus France hoped to contain 
the English within a narrow strip along the Atlantic seaboard. In 
1699 d'Iberville arrived on the Mississippi Gulf Coast to establish 
the first permanent European settlement in Mississippi.

WHO WAS LIVING ON THE COAST TWO HUNDRED YEARS AGO? 


Gloria Smith. Moran 


Of absorbing and continuing interest to genealogy and history buffs is the 
question of who lived along what is today’s Mississippi Gulf Coast in the 
last half of the 1700's and, in particular, at the time of the American 
Revolutionary War for independence from England. What were the family 
names one might have encountered on a leisurely cruise along the shore 
With stops on the islands between western Mobile, Alabama, and today's 
eastern Louisiana? Whose homes might the land traveler have passed on 
such a journey over the maze of trails and paths constituting the snake- 
and mosquito-plagued swamp and upland route of that portion of the Old 
Spanish Trail? 


No regularly conducted, meticulously recorded censuses such as We now have 
every ten years will tell us all the family names here two hundred years 


ago. 


Sparsely populated, the Mississippi Coast was inhabited almost exclusively 
by the French and French-Canadian colonists and their descendants who had 
settled on, or close to, the Water's edge and on the offshore islands. 

The Coast bore little resemblance to today's bustling, heavily populated, 
commercialized sun-and-fun riviera playground. The shorelines of the 
Mainland and the offshore islands, changed since by erosion, dredging, 

the seawall, man-made canals and channels, and commercial and residential 
developments, would be bewilderingly unfamiliar. 


The Treaty of Paris, signed February 10, 1763, ceded to Great. Britain all 
of France's possessions east of the Mississippi River except the Island of 
Orleans and on October 20, 1763 the lilies of France over Fort Conde at 
Mobile were lowered and the flag of the British Empire was raised to the 
music of bagpipes. Fort Conde had been built by Bienville; its name was 
changed py the English to Fort Charlotte in honor of the young queen of 


England. 


In the British Public Record Office in London is a list of names Which 
should be of great interest to all Mississippians. Entitled "A List of 
Inhabitants of Mobile in West Florida who have taken the Oaths of Allegi- 
ance and Fidelity to his Brittanick Majesty King George the Third", it 

is dated October 2, 1764. Signed by "Robt Farmar, Majr of 34th Regimt", 

it was compiled by an Englishman unfamiliar with the French names on the 
Coast, and the names are spelled phonetically as they sounded to the 
Englishman. While a few of the names--Arnald, Hewit, Martin, for example-- 
might sound English, and a few more--Kervs, Clenpetre, Reinhart--sound 
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Germanic in origin--the majority will be recognized as of French origin. 
Surely other settlers and their families were here then, but history re- 
cords for us only these one hundred and twelve names of individuals within 
the Mobile District who, by the second day of October of 1764, had taken 
the oath of allegiance to George III: (I have added parenthetical notes.)

By March, 1770, “...Great Britain had held the eastern portion of the Missis- 
sippi Valley (except the Island of Orleans) for about five years and during 
that period, much of the French population had moved to St. Louis or New 
Orleans..." 


A few short years later, in 1780-81, the Mississippi Coast came under the 
dominion of Spain. Reputed to be the best record-keepers the world has 
known, the Spanish did periodically, although not regularly, conduct cen- 
suses. Spanish Census Reports of the Mobile District,*which included our 
Mississippi Coast, do survive for the dates of January 1, 1786, January 1, 
1787, March 15, 1789, and other dates. Censuses for these dates have been 


transcribed by Johnnie Andrews, Jr., and William David Higgins, and were 


published by the Bienville Historical Society, Prichard, Alabama, in 1973. 
The Spanish Census of January 1, 1787, includes these names:

The January 1, 1787 Spanish Census continues with names of those "Ameri- 
canos Establecidos en Los R. ----- Tensaw," 


As noted in the introduction to the Spanish Census Reports, "The French 
‘and Spanish residents lived mainly in Mobile and along the coast while 
the Americans lived primarily along the Tensaw and Tombigbee Rivers." 
The introduction further states that the "...lists show the names of the 
head of each household with his age and that of his wife. On occasion 
the lists also show the names of both free and slave negroes and mulat- 
toes." (The ages are not reproduced here. If a copy of "Spanish Census 
Reports at Mobile” is desired, one may be purchased from the Bienville 
Seay ce ana 4559 Old Citronelle Highway, Prichard, Alabama 36613, 
for $3.00. 


The archives of the Mobile Cathedral of the Immaculate Conception and of 
the New Orleans St. Louis Cathedral are excellent sources of authentic, 
contemporarily recorded information on the Coast's residents of 1770-1780. 
Their birth and baptismal, marriage, and death records frequently, though 
regrettably not always, mention the place of residence or place of birth 
of individuals named in those records, as for example earlier, on May 6, 
1755, there was baptized "...Louis born on April 1 of the present year 

of the legitimate marriage of Mathurin Ladner dit Christian and Marie 
Berda dit Picard, habitants (residents) of Horn Island,"* and much later 
there is recorded the marriage of "Joseph Maurin (Morin, Moran) habitant 
of Deer Island...and Marguerite Panguinet a resident of this city (New 
Orleans)..." on October~7, 1806. | 


The archives of the Catholic Churches are not generally available for re- ¢ 
search by lay persons. For fees, however, one may have the archivist-in- 
charge search through the ancient writings and if a desired record is 

located, a translation and/or a photocopy may be obtained for an additional 


fee.

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Among other, easily~accessible, primary sources of information on the 
Mississippi Coast's settlers of 1770-1780 would be the many record col- 
lections in the Library of the Louisiana State Museum in New Orleans. 
The original translations of the Spanish Land Grants in the first two 
deed books of Mobile, Alabama, County courthouse should certainly be 
researched, 


On page 29 of the June 1977 issue of the Mississippi Coast Historical 

& Genealogical Society publication, a one-page article entitled "American 
Revolution Gulf Coast Residents by Approximate Name 1770-1780", begins 
With the statement that "M. James Stevens, in researching Spanish Land 
Grants, Dale Greenwell'’s ‘Twelve Flags' and various historically authen- 
ticated references found the following names (some spelled variously) in 
December 1975 which is a reasonable list of people who resided along the 
Mississippi Gulf Coast during 1770-1780. Some were on-lookers or active 
participants in the American Revolution per rivalries of British-Spanish- 
French-American peoples inhabiting the region from Pascagoula to Pearl 


Rivers." A list of family names follows this introductory statement:

The inscription in French on the tomb of "Jean Coueve” translates to read 
that he died September 24, 1849, at the age of 87 years. His birth there- 
fore would have been around the year 1762. The tomb is located near the 
south entrance to the old Biloxi Cemetery, and it is just slightly west of 
the entry drive into the cemetery. In 1972 when I copied the inscription, 
the tomb Was in a deteriorated condition. The other inscription on the 
tomb is in memory of his Wife Marie (Helene) Ladner who died October 10, 
1853 aged 78 years. This inscription is also in French. 


When the April 21, 1798 baptism of Elena "Cuebas" was recorded on Page 69 of 
Baptismal Records Book 2 in what is now the Roman Catholic (Cathedral of the 
Immaculate Conception, Mobile, Alabama, the child Elena, born October 1, 1797; 
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Was identified in that record as the legitimate daughter of "Juan Cuebas 
»» from Argomitas in the Province of Andalucia in Spain, of the Bishopric 
of Malaga...", and the mother Maria Ladner was described as being from 
Deer Island. The paternal grandparents are recorded as Pedro de Cuebas 
and Isavel Bautista in this record; the maternal grandparents as Nicolas 
Ladner and Mariana Paque. The child's birth date is given as October l, 


17977. 


On May 4, 1801, when the next two children of Juan de Cuevas were baptized, 
the father "Don Juan de Cuevas" was recorded as a native of ",..Algomita 
of the district of Sevilla (Seville) in Spain..." These next two children 
Were Francisco Ygnacio Cuevas born May 22, 1799, and Brigita Monica Cuevas 
born March 4 of 1800, This record is on page 78a, Baptism Book 2 of the 
Mobile Catholic Cathedral records. Another child, Henriette Pauline, was 
born, e.g., aS late as February 2, 1815, and her baptism was dutifully re- 
corded in the New Orleans St. Lows Cathedral records, on Page 110 of Bap- 
tism Book 8 (1815-1818), Act 679. 


In "Twelve Flags--Triumphs and Tragedies," on Page 134, author Dale Green- 
well says that "On-record in New Orleans‘ it is found that in 1767 (five 
years after the birth of Juan) by notarial act, "Mrs. Marthe Quarque (un- 
questionably a misspelling of Quave), widow of Michel Dargarey, resident 
of Cat Island, co-heir in the succession of her late father Pierre Quarque 
of Port au Prince, St. Domingo...’ Could it be that Perrique Quave came 
via Port au Prince With his family?" Footnote 7 on the same page reads: 
"7, Documents in the Louisiana State Museum, Index to French & Spanish 
Translations." 


I believe the 1767 document to which Greenwell refers might be the March 17, 
1767 record in which Martha Paquete widow of Michel Dargaray, petitions ; 
for her father's estate, and states that she is the heir to the estate of 

her deceased father, Sr. Pierre Paquete, who Was living in Port au Prince, 
Island of Santo Domingo, where he died. It is mentioned in the document 

that she has given the power of attorney to act in her behalf to Pierre 
‘Richoux, . 5. General. At = end of the three-page document, she

Her signature might indeed appear to be "Qarque", and it Was so transcribed 
when the WPA indexes to the Original French and Spanish Documents were com- 
piled; however, the document itself identifies her as Martha Paquete, widow 
of deceased Michel Dargaray, and daughter of Pierre Paquete. 


Nor have I been able to place the family name of DeDeaux on the Mississippi 
Gulf Coast before about 1810, although there are land sales in Plaquemine 


Parish, Louisiana, in 1806 and 1807, in which both Jean Jacques DeDau and 
Jean Pierre F. DeDau are principals. 
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The first marriage records of any DeDeaux in America appear to be those 

on February 19, 1810 of the brothers DeDeaux--Jean Pierre Francois Marie 
"Chevalier" DeDeaux and Jean Jacques DeDeaux--both of whom are recorded 

as having been born in Castle Sarrazin in LaGaronne, Languedoc, France. 

The first brother, Jean Pierre DeDaux, married Magdalena Saucie(y), and 
the other brother, Jean Jacques DeDaux, married Eugenie Saucier. Both 
brides are identified in those 1810 records as daughters of Philippe 
Saucier and Marie Louise Nicaise. In the marriage record of Jean Jacques 
DeDaux and Eugenie Saucier, she is mentioned as the widow of "DeCalogne" 

and there does exist a record of her prior marriage to Luis Andres DeCalogne 
on July 27, 1806, as act 7, Page 2b of St. Louis Cathedral Marriage Book III 
(1806-1821). 


Jean Jacques DeDeaux married a second time, to Isavel Grelot (Gollotte, 
Guillot), the daughter of Bartholomew Grelot and Marie Jeanne Nicaise. 

The ecclesiastical validation of their prior "...civil marriage which was 
contracted by a Justice of the Peace at the Pass of the Jurisdiction of 
Mobile..."~ occurred April 3, 1819, just one day before their "...legitimate 
daughter..." Eliza, born January 2 of 1818, was baptized.” Another daugh- 
ter, Eleonora, was bern February 6, 1823, to this couple--Jean Jacques DeDeaux 
and Isavel Grelot. . : 


From the inscription on a monument in the old DeLisle Cemetery, it would 
appear that Jean Pierre Francois Marie "Chevalier" DeDeaux Was married a 
second time as Well. If so, it Was necessarily after twin sons, Jean Jacques 
and Jean Victor, were born to his wife Madeleine Saucier on April 20, 1813. 
The baptismal records of those twins are in St. Louis Cathedral (Act 938 for 
son Jean Jacques and Act No. 939 for Jean Victor, both on Page 154b) in 
Baptismal Book 8 (1815-1818), wherein the parents are recorded as Jean Pierre 
DeDeaux and Magdeleine Saucier. The paternal grandparents of both tWin sons 
are identified as Bernardo Clemento DeDeaux and Maria Ana Alexandrina Sole 
LaFond. The maternal grandparents of the twin sons are recorded as Philip 
Saucier and Maria Luisa Nigues (Necaise, or Nicaise) in those baptismal 
records, . 


Chevalier DeDeaux is shown as claiming settlement at the north side of Wolf 
River in 1810, in the American State Papers, Public Lands, Volume III, 1834 
Gales & Seaton edition. His name is included with those "...actual settlers 
in the district east of Pearl River, in Louisiana, prior to the 3d of March, 
1819, who have no claims derived from either the French, British, or Spanish 
Governments." Although no DeDeaux name appears on the 1814 Hancock County 
tax roll with the other "Names of Persons Owning or Living in - (Having?) 
care any Taxable Property", his land claim was later confirmed. (Present-day 
Harrison County was a part of Hancock County until 1841.) | 


Both of these DeDeaux men--Jean Pierre Francois Marie "Chevalier" DeDeaux 
and his brother Jean Jacques (probably "Belon"” or "Biion" DeDeaux)-~are. 
among my husband’s direct ancestors. 

The earliest date I've been able to find for Lizana on the Mississippi Gulf 


Coast is the March 10, 1814 marriage of “Ramon Lizana, son of Antonio Lizana 
and Ana Maria Sanchez" to Maria Savcie(r), daughter of Philippe Saucier and 
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Louisa Necaise.-+ When their son Jean Baptiste Antonio Lizana, born on 
December 27, 1814, was baptized, the father is identified in t baptis- 
mal record as “Ramon Sebastiano Lizana, native of Cadiz, Spain." é A 
daughter, Ana Victoria, whose baptismal record lists the same as ica 
Was baptized the same day. She had been born November 26, 1816,13 


I will be grateful for any authoritative information which can place the 
Cuevas or Quave family of Juan de Cuevas of Spain on the Mississippi Coast 
before 1790, or the DeDeaux family before the 1810 marriages of the DeDeaux 
brothers Jean ‘Pierre and Jean Jacques of Castle Sarrazin, France, and/or 
the Lizana family before the 1814 marriage of Ramon Sebastian Lizana of 
Cadiz, Spain.

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INTRODUCTION 


Why did our ancestors leave their homeland? In doing 
genealogical research this is a thought that many of us ponder . 
at some time. It is indeed rare to be able to learn of the 
circumstances sacesunéine our early ancestor's arrival on this

The thousands of descendants of Urbain Baudreau dit Graveline 
are given this opportunity in the following article by bstuce 
Graveline, president of the Urbain Baudreau Graveline Genealogical 
Association in Massachusetts. Robert has done extensive research 
on the family. He has visited the town of Clermont, France where 
Urbain was born and Avignon, France which was the birthplace of 
Blaise Juillet. Blaise was the father-in law of Urbain. Both 
Blaise and Urbain were early settlers of Montreal. Thus, Montreal 
is most important in the history of many coast families.

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OUR FRENCH ANCESTORS COME TO NORTH AMERICA 
WHY URBAIN CAME — 


By Robert Graveline 


The reasons and the circumstances which caused these ancestors to 


colonize in the United States and Canada. 


Part I 
The remarkable story of why Urbain came to North America, 
had been assembled by a group in LaFléche, France, known as the 
Company of Associates-Friends of Montréal (La Compagnie des 
Associeé-Amis de Montréal). (1) Their document, LaFléche et 


Montréal, provides an accurate but limited account of the causes, 


Since its intent is to focus on the foundation of Montréal rather 
than the events and circumstances which affected the colonists, 
Such as Urbain Baudreau Graveline. | 

Fortunately, there exists other documentation which sheds 
light on a variety of events leading to Urbain's arrival in 
Montréal. 

Among the leading persons instrumental in organizing a com- 
Pany to settle Montréal were: 

Jerome Le Royer de la Dauversiére; Fr. Jean Jacques Olier of 
Paris and Jeanne Mance of Langrés. (2) There were others, of 
Course, who iets of their wealth and financial support, were 
also important such as the Baron de Fancamp and a lady also of 


nobility known appropriately enough as Madame de Bullion. 


Jerome Le Royer de la Dauversiére 


Our story begins with this man who is credited most with hav-— 
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ing conceived the ideas and organized the expedition which led to 
the colonization of an island in the St. Lawrence River now known 
as Montréal. It was so called because the discoverer of Canada in 
1535, Jacques Cartier, was so impressed with the mountain's majes- 
tic and regal appearance, that he called it the regal mountain or 
in old French: Montréal. 

Jerome Le Royer was bari on March 18, 1597 in LaFléche, 
France, a small city 155 miles southwest of Paris in the department 
of Sarthe, formerly known as the province of Maine. 

Jerome's parents originated fram Brittany. In fact, many of 
LaFléche's inhabitants were originally from both the provinces of 
Brittany and Normandie. 

He was a ranking student at the Royal College of LaFléche 
which was staffed by Jesuit. priests. It was the Jesuits who served 
as the first missionaries in Canada, beginning with the founding of 
Québec City in 1632, Trois Riviéres in 1634 and then Montréal’ in 
1641. 

After Jerome's graduation from college, his father died. He 
succeeded him as tax collector and soon thereafter, was given the 
title of Magistrate by King Louis XIII. 

He and his brother. were known not only for their intelligence, 
but also for their capabilities. This pecan even more evident 
when early in enaiz careers, they acquired much property and beeen 
successful in business. 

It was during this period of Jerome's life that the King be- 

_ Stowed on him a title of sepintey: To his name Jerome Le Royer 


was added de la Dauversiére, taken from the name of lands he owned 
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in a nearby parish. 

He had meanwhile, married a pious woman, Jeanne de Bauge. 
They had two daughters and three sons, two of whom became priests; . 
the two daughters entered religious life as nuns. | 

Because of a religious and orderly way of life in a small 
city with eleven churches, the evolvement of his character was such 
as to prepare him for an unusual mission. As an attentive family 
man, an efficient public servant and a devout Christian who lived a 
regular and simple life, he experienced an Seeieainaky phenome- | 
non on February 2, 1630. While in the church of Notre Dame at La- 
Fléche, following a mass in observance of the Purification of Our 
Lady, he heard an imperative voice ordering him to found a reli- | 
gious order of nuns under the patronage of St. Joseph for the ser- 
vice of the poor and the sickly. Then he was onraeted es estab- 
lish a colony on the Island of Montréal a Canada, aS well as a 
hospital’ to be staffed by the religious order he was to organize. 
The voice he heard added, "The Holy Family must be particularly 
honored on that Island." This is why the colony was named "Ville- 
marie," and the militia which Urbain later commanded was to be 
named the Holy Family Militia. 

Later that day when Jerome returned home, he told his family 
what had just neapened to him. It has been chronicled that his 

| family gave their enthusiastic support and agreed that very day to 
consecrate themselves in devotion to the Holy Family. 
| The Extraordinary Project 
The first person having been surprised by the calling was 


Jerome himself. After all, he was only a layman, an ordinary public 
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servant, father of five children, Financtanaty comfortable but with- 
out wealth and now, he was being asked to accomplish what was 
usually expected of a wealthy organization; to form an overseas 
expedition. The organization of a religious order is usually the 
province of people in religion and in this instance, it was for the 
colonial missions an even riskier project. There was also the ques- 
tion of the foundation of a hospital, a difficult task even in one's 
own community, but here it was to found a hospital overseas in prim- 
itive lands. It was, he thought, a heavy assignment, more suitable 
for a government then for a simple individual. The very thought of 


establishing a hospital on an unexplored island and in an unknown 


country inhabited by savages, far across the Atlantic Ocean, would 


take a monumental effort of miraculous proportions. 

Also to be considered were his responsibilities as a family 
man. Could he rightfully and morally eeiaee personal assets to 
assist ich a project at the expense of his family's comfort and 
wealth? Certainly, these were difficult decisions to make, even 
though he had received support from the members of his family. 

He decided he should consult his spiritual adviser, Fr. 
Chauveau (3), whose judgment on the matter demonstrated wisdom. 
"This project is unrealizable and extravagant." He forbade his | 
penitent to consider it any further. (4) 

Yet, despite ‘the obstacles which humanly appeared insur- 
mountable, they were overcome, one after the other, in. the course 
of subsequent events. 

Jean Jacques Olier, Priest 
Strange as it may seem and all while this was happening to 


Jerome LeRoyer in LaFléche, a similar incident was taking place 
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in Paris, to a very young priest, Jean Jacques Olier, 28 years of 
age. He was later to become the founder of the seninaeiees Of Sts 
Sulpice in Paris and Montréal. 

"Judged by his engraved portrait, his countenance, marked 
both with energy and intellect, was anything but prepossessing. 
Every lineament proclaimed the priest. Yet the Father Olier has 
high titles to esteem. He signalizes piety, it is true, by exploits 
of selfmortification; at the same time, he was strenuous in his 
efforts to reform the people and the clergy. Furthermore, he was 
known be be zealous for good ageaaeo (5) 

Those who visited Paris since World War I are perhaps famil- 
iar with the famous cafe known as the Café Aux Deux Magots. 
Following World War I the café was frequented by famous American 
writers, e.g. Ernest Hemingway, Henry James, Gertrude Stein, etc. 
Next to the Café Aux Deux Magots, on the lovely beautiful St. 
Germain Boulevard, is located the beautiful ancient and medieval 
church known as St. Germain des Prés. "It was in this church 
while he was praying that Olier, like as ie Dauversiére, thought 


he heard an inner voice saying that he was destined to be a light 


to the Gentiles. It is recorded as a mystic coincidence attending 
aie supposed miracle, that the choir was at that very time chant- 
| ing the words, Lumen ad revelationem Gentium"; translated from the - 
| Latin, it means: light for the revelation of the people. (6) 


What all this suggests to the believer is that these occur- 


rences to de la Dauversiére and to Father Olier were miracles; 
non-believers might interpret this as having been merely coin- 


Cidences and the possibility that both may have read articles con- 
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cerning Samuel Champlain's explorations in North America, which 
were in wide circulation in France at that period. 

Yet, even Francis Parkman, the son of a Unitarian clergyman, 
expresses a sense of astonishment at these dual occurrences. 

"While Father Olier sat there praying in the church, an inner 
voice told him that he was to form a society of priests and es- 
tablish them on an island called Montréal, in Canada, for the shoes 
agation of the true faith; writers of old and recent times assert © 
that, while both he and de la Dauversiére were totally ignorant of — 
Canadian geography, they suddenly found themselves in possession, _ 
they knew not how, of the most exact details concerning Montréal, 
its size, shape, situation, soil, climate and productions." (7) 


"Olier had long dreamed of founding a new order of priests,

and in later years, his Gentlemen of St. Sulpice were to become 
Seigneurs of the Island." (8) 

These priests were to become known as the Sulpicians and 
it was they who founded the Seminary of St. Sulpice in Paris, 
the Grand Seminary at Montréal and the College of Montréal. 
Many other seminaries and colleges were later founded in the 
United States and Canada by these Sulpician priests, notably St. 
Mary's Seminary in Baltimore, Maryland and The Sulpician Semi- 
nary of the North West in the state of Washington. 

The Project Begins 

Meanwhile, de la Dauversiére pondered the revelation he had 
received, and the more he bandera the more he was convinced that 
it was a sign from God. | 

At the suggestion of the skeptical Fr. Chauveau, his spir- 
itual adviser, de la Dauversiére confided the story to a wealth- 
ier gentleman of LaFléche, the Baron de Fancamp, who became so 
interested that he contributed the large sum of 20,000 1bs.* to 
get the project started. 
| The two then set out for Paris to find some means of accom- 
plishing the task. From Paris, Jerome went to the neighboring 
Chateau of Neudon which overlooks the valley of the Seine not far 
from Paris. Entering the gallery of the old castle he saw a 
priest approaching him. It was Olier. Now it has been told that 
neither of these men had ever seen or heard of the other, and yet, 
says the pious historian, "Impelled by a kind of inspiration, they 
knew each other at once, even to the depths of their hearts, 
saluted each other by name and ran to embrace each other, like two 


friends who had met after a long separation." (9) 
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After the two had planned their strategy, they approached 


wealthy persons, relatives and acquaintances and much to their 
amazement, collected the sum of 75,000 1bs., which for the 17th 
century was an enormous sum of money. Everything it seems began 


to miraculously fall into place- 


The next obstacle was to obtain permission or title to the 
land on the island of Montréal which had been previously granted 
by the King of France to a commercial company known as The Hun- 
dred Associates. The leader of this company was a person by the 
name of Lauson who, it is said after being diplomatically ap- 
proached, transferred not without the difficulties of greedy men, 
title to the new enterprise while retaining some reservations for 
land on the western edge of the island. (10) 

| The confirmation of these grants was obtained from the King 
of France; Dauversiére and his companions had now become the 


Lords of Montréal. 


Paul Chomeday 


The Company of Associates-Friends of Montréal, as the new 
company for Montréal was now known, needed a leader to take 
Charge of the forty men recruited and to direct the operation. . 
They realized that upon their selection of a leader, hinged the | 
success or failure of their plan. In addition to assuming 
Charge of the ereoaeat one already tnider way, he must as resi- 
dent governor of the Island be endowed with administrative 
ability and moral integrity of a high order. This was to be 
Paul de Chomeday, Lord of Maisonneuve, who was a veteran of 


military service as well as being a devout and valiant gentle-

man. He is said to have loved his profession of arms and wished 
to consecrate his sword to the Church. 

The piety of the plan's design, "the miracles" that in- 
spired it, the adventure and the peril, all combined to charm 
him. His sudden enthusiasm compelled him to embrace the enter- 
prise. 

His father's opposition he overcame and met him with a text 
of St. Mark: "There is no man that had left house or brethren or 
sisters or fathers for my sake, but he shall receive a hundred- 
fold." (11) 

Jeanne Mance 

Women of France in the seventeenth century played a more 
active role in the social life of their country than was found 
in other European countries. It could be observed that the 
feminist movement had arrived three centuries earlier in France; 
therefore, we find that among the nobility and in an emerging 


middie class, that women were being educated and assuming lead- 


ing roles in the social, literary and religious welfare cf the 


community and thus, we find the next important character in this 
story - be in the person of our future heroine: Jeanne Mance. 

All while Olier and Dauversiére were busy organizing for 
the new colony at Montréal, unusual events were occurring else- 
where, especially in the life of Mlle. Jeanne Mance who was born . 
in a noble family and in 1640 was 34 years of age. She was born 
at Nogent Le Roi near Chartres 90 miles southwest of Paris, the 
second child in a family of 12, of 6 girls and 6 boys. 


But yet at only the tender age of 7, her biographer tells 
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us with admiration that she bound herself to God by her vow of 
perpetual chastity. 

"Hers was a family of honorable traditions, with a spirit 
of rectitude. This combined with the inherent sincerity of the 
bourgeois class of France and strongly in support of an ardent 
Catholic faith," developed a strong leadership character. This 
character she would need to overcome the multitudinous obstacles 
she would have to encounter later in the colony at Montréal. (12) 

She, like many others of that period, had read articles 
about Giaas; the Indians and occasionally the mcrevevavad ad- 
ventures of those earlier adventurers who had sailed up and down 
the North American coast, such as Samuel Champlain had done in the 
early 1600's. 

Because of an inner eenpuisien to learn more about Canada 
and its pagan Indians, she went to Paris to consult friends and 
take ie counsel of certain priests. At Paris, Father St. Jure, 
a Jesuit, assured her that a vocation to Canada was, past doubt, 
a call from heaven. Meanwhile, Father Rapin, a Recollet Priest, 
spread abroad the fame of her virtues and introduced her to many 
ladies of rank, wealth and zeal. Then, being well supplied with 
money for any class work to which she might be summoned, she ; 
journeyed to La Rochelle on horseback or stage-coach where ships 
were to sail Er6ri New France. (13) 

La Rochelle was a busy port in the 17th century. It re- 
mains a delightful place to visit even today, especially in the 
summertime when it becomes a favorite of tourists. (14) 


La Rochelle was a citadel of Protestantism in the six- 
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teenth century, until the revocation of the Edict of Nantes in 
1685 by King Louis XIV and aS a consequence of which Huguenots 
(phendhBesteceanes) lost their political equality. It was for 
this reason that many of them left for North America where they 
founded many cities, of which New Rochelle, New York is one. 

To epoteee the port from invasion of the British fleet 
and their intent to assist the Huguenots, Cardinal Richelieu had 
a fort constructed to protect the inner harbor. Two towers of 
the fort still remain as symbols of old La Rochelle. 

"Not far from the docks stand the magnificent city hall, 
the esthedral and numerous stone buildings, marvelously. preserved | 
and appear now as they did 300 years ago, when many colonists 
passed here on their way to North America." 

The Musee du Nouveau Monde (The Museum of the .New World) 
was inaugurated in 1981, on Rue Fleuraise, which contains many 
exhibits revealing La Rochelle's involvement with Canada in the 
seventeenth century. However, perhaps the most enduring mem- 
ories of this age are the thousands of pebbles, once carried as 
ballast in the holds of French vessels returning from Canada,: 
with which Rue de 1'Escale is now paved." 

On the date of her arrival at La Rochelle, Jeanne Mance 
entered the church of the Jesuits and there she met Dauversiére 
coming out. “Then, " says her biographer, "these two persons who - 
had never seen or heard of each other, were enlightened super- 
naturally, whereby their most hidden thoughts were mutually made 


known, as it had happened already, with Father Olier and the 


same Jerome LeRoyer." (16) 


ee. 
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What a strange and remarkable meeting because Dauversiére 
had a dream that he was to found a hospital and to organize a 
group of religious nuns to direct it; now here appeared Jeanne 
Mance the person who was to accomplish just this very objective. 

When the ship set sail on May 9, 1641, Olier, Dauversiére 
and Fancamp remained at home, as did also the other Associates 
with the exception of Paul Chomeday de Maisonneuve and Mlle. 
Mance. 

In the following February, an impressive scene took place © 
in the church of Notre Dame at Paris. The Associates, at this 
time numbering about forty-five with Olier at their head, as- 
sembled before the altar of the Virgin and by a solem cere- 
monial, consecrated Montréal to the Holy Family. Henceforth, 


it was to be called "Villemarie de Montreal." (17) 


Part II 


THE KILLING OF BLATSE JUILLET 
Urbain's Father-in-Law 


On May lst, 1641, two sailing vessels left the port of La 


Rochelle with Jeanne Mance onone ship and the governor General 
Paul Chomeday de Maisonneuve on the other. During the first... 
eight days at sea, both ships followed one another, then a heavy 
wind separated them. The remainder of the crossing for Jeanne 
Mance's ship was calm due to the soft winds which prevailed, yet 
the ship was at the mercy of the ocean swells and waves. As a 
result, it took three months to cross the Atlantic. 

Finally, Quebec was reached on August 8, 1641. However, 


Maisonneuve's ship with 25 men hadn't arrived yet and this was 
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The men who had been hired for the expedition had been 
selected for their strength, their ability in the use of fire- 
arms, and especially for their skills in woodworking and con- 
struction. Thus, during the winter months stayover at Quebec, 
sailboats were constructed, as well as other items which would | 
be needed for the Montréal-bound pioneers. 

They arrived there on May 17, 1642 and landed at a site | 
which Samuel Champlain had chosen in 1611 for his trading post, 
which he had called Place Royale. (4) Thus on this date, Mainson- | 
neuve Sob formal possession ée the island. (5) Sister Marie 
Morin, Jeanne Mance's future associate in nursing and Canada's 
first historian, related how Jeanne Mance told of the arrival at 
Ville Marie (Montréal): "As soon as we caught sight of this loca- 
clon? which was then only forests, the party chanted canticles 
(cantiques) of joy and thanksgiving to God, for having led them 
so happily to this goal. She had many times told me, that along 
the riverbanks on the way tither, for more than half a league 
(14 miles), there could be seen beautiful meadows gleaming with 
flowers of all colors. After having descended from the chaloupe 
(a small boat often used with oars), Monsieur de Maisonneuve 
(commander of the expedition), fell on his knees to adore God in 
this wild land and with him all the Company. They sang again 
their psalms and hymns to the Lord; then, the men set to work to 
put up the tents." (5) 

It augured well that they prayed upon their arrival,. for 
it would not be long before these devout but brave missionary 


colonists would be faced with terror and dangers of the worst 
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kind in this untamed wilderness from which the great metropolis 


| | of Montreal would one day emerge. Meanwhile, unknown dangers 
| lurked everywhere about them. 

| Fortunately, a fort had been constructed during their first 
summer of 1642. It consisted of a picket palisade surrounded by 
a ditch. Other buildings were constructed near the fort but 


Jeanne Mance had her temporary hospital, a dispensary, built 


within the fort. No doubt there were injuries in clearing the 


forests and in construction. (6) This was the first hospital built 
in North America and was called HOTEL DIEU - the Hotel of God. 


This first hospital today remains one of the largest and most mod- 


ments. "The questionable dream" of Jerome Le Royer de la Dauver- 


ern in the world, equipped and staffed for the service of all ail- 


siére had become a reality, incredible odds norwithstanding. Be- 
lievers have called it a miracle, non-believers have observed it 
as rensresbie while others had called it impossible. Yet, here 
it was in 1643, functioning as a hospital and organized by ee 
first lay nurse in North America, Jeanne Mance. 

That sdestunding and indefatigable woman of courage Sua 
holiness, Jeanne Mance, had given up a comfortable bourgeois 
home in the beautiful and serene city of Langres, France. (5) 
She had been a well educated young woman but of poor health. 
Nevertheless, here she was, about to begin ne double ministry 

Of spreading the Christian message and nursing the ills of the 
Native Americans and our Sascandanve in the frigid wilds of the 
North American continent - truly a remarkable achievement. 


It was on June 9, 1643 that the peace of the small colony 
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was siaersess when 30 Mohawk warriors, members of the ferocious 
tribe of Iroquois Indians, descended upon the settlement and 
slaughtered three men while abducting three atnerd: The his- 
torian Leo Desrosiers expressed it quite well when he wrote: 
"Tt was astonishing that the colonists were able to live 12 
months on the island without having experienced any attacks 
(from the Iroquois); it was providential that they had time to 
build (10g) — and erect their defenses. Evidently this res- 
pite could not last, since the area of the settlement existed 
in the middle of a pattiePiela, betieen the several Indian 
tribes of the region, a fact of which the colonists were iif 
aware." (7) 

During April of that year and while preparing for ah 
assault on the more peaceful Pieskaret Indians (Hurons), the 
Iroquois were near The Place (the encampment), and in the act of 
robbing the Algonquins. They had erected a fortlet along the 
river only half a league distant (14 miles), in preparation for 
attacking the Pieskarets, who would be transporting fur pelts 
past the island on their way to Trois Rivierés." (7). 

There the French had established a trading post in 1634, | 
at a location on the St. Laurence River between Quebec and Mon- 
treal. "As the incredibly unarmed Hurons approached the fortlet 
in 13 canoes filled with fur pelts, the Iroquois attacked from 
their own canoes, capturing 23 enemies, their canoes and their 
goods. The entire action ended downriver, at the edge of the 
French encampment, where to the surprise of everyone, the first 


encounter took place between the savages and the white men." (7) 
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Desrosiers reports that there were several versions of how 
the subsequent events followed, but what is certain is that the 
Iroquois killed and scalped three colonists who were farming only 

| two hundred feet ee The Place. They were Guillaume Bossier, 
Bertrand Berté and Pierre LaForest, who would be buried in the 
cemetery at the mouth of the little river, which emptied into the 
St. Laurence. They later on captured several others which they 
brought iitocne ne fortlet. "No one at the encampment was aware 

of what had transpired since it all happened so suddenly. Later 
that afternoon, the colonists became concerned about the missing © 

men, only to find their bodies then and during the period of the 
next three days." : 

The Savages had meanwhile spent the night rejoicing and in 
the morning they bludgeoned thirteen of their captives. The next 
morning, upon sighting the approaching and would-be rescuers, they 
eseaeed te their asneee, crossing the river with their remaining © 
prisoners. One of the captured Frenchmen managed to escape a few 
days: later and by repairing a damaged canoe the Mohawks had left 
behind, returned to the encampment. A second captive named Henri 
was tortured to death by fire; a third also escaped but was un- 
fortunately recaptured and was also torched to death. (7) 

The Iroquois, now aware of the presence of white men on the 
island, would begin warring against them with increased vehemence 
until the end of that century. It was with the onset of this 
bloody baptism that these peaceful and noble ineiiauate became 
transformed into toughened pioneers, evercautious and ready to 


protect themselves against the treacherous enemy. 
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The escape of one of the Frenchmen from their clutches and 
the suspicion that the French would become allied with their ene- 
mies, the Algonquins and the Huron Indians, only served to inten- 
sify the ferocity of the fearless and savage Iroquois against the 
colonists. As a consequence, many of the colonists were killed, 
thereby reducing the size of the colony to a dangerously low level. 

General de Maisonneuve and his council of advisers came to the 
realization that certain brutal decisions had to be made: "What 
value has a palisade in an open field, in the middle of a primitive 
forest, defended by men who are not acclimated to the country and 
being attacked by warriors? They who knew in depth the surroundings 
and who thrive on trickery?" Under these conditions, the plan for 
Ville Marie could not be advanced, let alone continue to exist. (7) 

The year 1644 continued to be a bad year for the colonists 
because the Iroquois increased their violence by spreading their 
attacks on the two other colonies at Quebec and Trois Riviéres. 


In the process, the peaceful Huron and Algonquin tribes, who en- 


became the increased target of Iroquois devastation and plunder. (7) 

In France meanwhile, the news that the new colony was_on the 
verge of extinction brought renewed efforts to recruit additional 
personnel. Among those to be recruited was BLAISE JUILLET. 

| Blaise Juillet 

Blaise Juillet was the father-in-law of Urbain, our ancestor, 
and the father of two girls and two boys. The eldest was Mathurine 
who would become the wife of our URBAIN BAUDREAU dit GRAVELINE 20 


| + 

a joyed favorable trade and social relations with the white settlers, 
years later, and consequently the ancestress of the Baudreau-Grave- 
) 
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lines in North America. She became the first of our French an- 
cestors to be born on this continent. (8) Her father Blaise is 
of record, the first of our French ancestors to come to North 
America and for many of us of various national origins, perhaps 
our first North American ancestor. (8) 

Blaise was recruited in La Rochelle, France, on April 30, 
1644 by Jerome Le Royer de la Dauversiére of LaFléche. (9) As 
related in Bare I of this article, Jerome is generally credited 
with the founding of Montréal along with the Sulpician priest 
Father Jean Jacques Olier of Paris. They conceived the idea of 
establishing a colony at Montréal. 

Blaise originated from Avignon, France where his parents 
John (Jean) a butcher, married his mother Gabrielle Barbarin on 
June 18, 1609 at the beautiful romanesque church of St. Sym- 
phorien in what was the residential section of Avignon. His 


mother's family name has been spelled Barbarine and Barbarini. (9) 


The Port of LaRochelle, France as it was in the 17th Century. Most French emigrés 
to North America passed thru this port. The founders of the city of New Rochelle, 
N.Y. came from here. 
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It is our opinion that Barbarin is the correct French 
spelling as Barbarini would suggest Italian ancestry. 

Barbarini is a remote possibility, on the basis that 
Avignon had been the residence of the Popes a century earlier. 
They would of course, have brought their Italian entourage with 
them when they fled Rome, with their descendants possessing 
Italian surnames. We believe that the French tradition of 
gallicizing foreign names such as Graflen to Graveline (more on 
this subject in a future edition), would have changed Barbarini, 
assuming it were so, to the French sounding Barbarin. 

Blaise had been baptized on February 26, 1611 at St. 
Agricola, the church of. his grandparents, located in the old 
commercial center of Avignon. The church which retains its orig- 
inad style, still has the baptismal fount where Blaise was 
baptized. (10) | 

A good account of Blaise's life in the colony is given to 
us in the Memoires de la Société Généalogigque Canadienne-Fran- 
caise (MSGCF) Volume III No. 1, January 1988, researched and 
written by Father Archange Godbout, founder and first president 
of the Société. He begins by writing: "It would please us to 
add a few details about the tragically interrupted life of our 
colonist." Born in Avignon in 1611, it is in 1644 at the age of 
33 that Blaise embarked for New France. In effect, on the 21st 
of April of that year, being in La Rochelle, he hires himself out 


aS a becheur (woodcutter) for three years at the annual salary of 


75 pounds (11) by Jerome Le Royer de la Dauversiére, acting in be- 


half of a group of "Gentlemen of The Company for the Conversion of 
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Savages." Other than his annual allocation, he was entitled to 


his support during the trans-Atlantic crossing, going and coming 
and during his stay in the colony. This was recorded by the no- 
tary Mr. menieron of La Rochelle, who wrote the contract. | 

His three years of colonial service having been completed, 
Blaise accepted a concession in Montréal, because he is recorded 
in the colonial archives of January 13, 1648 as being a property 
owner. It seems, however, that the title to the land was not 
eis to him until November 7, 1650." Perhaps Blaise had some 
doubts or reservations about remaining in the colony, after the 
termination of his contract. "The following year (1651), when he 
definitely established himself in the colony and eleven years 


after his arrival, he married at Trois Rivéres (Three Rivers), 


Antoinette de Liercourt who originated from Beauvais, France. 


The. document which bears the marriage act has perished but the 
ner eiaeecsn trace still exists. It was drawn by the notary 
Ameau on February 1651." (12) | 

Antoinette as she is called in several historical docu- 
ments, was papeivea at the church of St. Marguerite in the small 
city of Beauvais, in the province of Picardie in France. (12) 
Beauvais is located approximately 35 miles northeast of Paris. 
The brochures published by the French Government Tourist Bureau 
describe it as poauead and historical in that there are pre- 
served many objects of the fine arts. Beauvais was at one time 
the production center of fine tapestries and the home of French 


nobility in which the name de Liercourt suggests. The name of 


Antoinette's parents were Philippe de Liercourt and Jeanne Patin. 
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The name has been frequently misspelled as Liercoeur and Liercor 
but the official French-Canadian records show it as Liercourt as 
did Father Godbout in his article. It should also be noted that 
the other spellings are rarely seen in the French lexicon. We 
have not found the date of Antoinette's departure from France nor 
her date of birth, however, the Montréal census of 1666 tells us 
she was 32 years old at that time. Thus, she was born in 1634 and 
was 17 years old when she married the 40 year old Blaise. 

Father Godbout writes further that: "Other than the acts of 
baptisms of his four children, who all left a posterity (Cf Tan- 
guay's Dictionary), the archives of Montréal mention little about 
Blaise other than the reward which the governor-general of the 
colony eave him on February 15, 1654 and recorded by the notary. 
Mtr. Closse." 

The dates (12) of baptisms, marriages in Montréal of Blaise 
and Antoinette's children and the names of the spouses of the 
children were as follows: | 


1. Mathurine 
b. 12-31-1651 and married Urbain Baudreau-Graveline 1664 


2. Marie 
b. 11-25-1653 and married Pierre Lecuyer 1670 


3. Charles ; 
b. 5-18-1656 and married Catherine Saintard 1679 . 


4. Louis 
b. 10-11-1658 and married Catherine Celle 1683 


It is interesting to note that Mathurine was only 13 years 
Old when she married Urbain, but that he was already a bachelor 
of 31 years. Bachelors in that colony, of which there were 


many, would have had housekeepers since the men were busy with 
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defending themselves against the Iroquois, with clearing the 


forests and planting the much needed crops. 

The administration of Ville Marie, both civil and reli- 
gious, cucoueaaed marriage and large families so that the 
settlement might grow due to the loss of so many lives to the 
Iroquois. Except for the year 1645 which was relatively peace- 
ful, the Iroquois terror continued unabated. The colonists 
dared not distance themselves too far from the fort because iiey 
never knew how many assassins lurked behind the trees of the 
Surrounding forest. On several occasions, settlers who ventured 
too far out, would disappear, only to have their mutilated and. 
scorched bodies thrown against the gate of the fort during the 
following night. 

This created a serious situation for:the settlement. It 
could not be expected to grow if woodcutters could not work at the 
edge of the forest, Clearing trees for expansion. What fields had 
been cleared had to be cultivated for crops in order for the colony 
to survive. Nevertheless, cultivation took place but several armed 
guards were always a necessity. This was an inefficient and costly 
operation. | 

Frequently and usually without warning, the Iroquois would 
attack the settlement. Were it not for the intelligent and bril- 
liant jexderenis of General de Maisonneuve and his courageous but 
dwindling anaes of strong men, the colony would certainly have 
been wiped out by the end of its third year. Even so, the gradual 
and continuous loss of women as well as men to the severity of 


Canadian winters as well as to the terror of the savages, indicated 


the eventual doom of the expedition to Montréal. 
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A decision had to be made: abandon the enterprise and re- 
turn to France a failure or eradicate the Indian terror with 
finality. In order to accomplish the latter, Maisonneuve would 
need a group of volunteers whose method would be similar to the 
modern-day commando. They would have to go on the offensive and 
carry the battle into Iroquois territory. One of the colonists, 
Dollard Des ormesee; volunteered to lead the group which would be 
made up of young single men. For some unknown reason it included | 
one middle aged married. father of four children: our ancestor 
Blaise Juillet. | 
| Father Godbout in his review of the incident wrote as 
follows: "What foolhardy audacity or what somber desperation moti- 
vated this woodcutter of 49 years old, father ora young family to 
involve himself with this daring young group of fighters under the 
leadership of the young and impetuous Dollard pes Ormeau." (9) 

The following is an excerpt taken from the Father Faillon's 
historical account of the events which transpired: "The brave 
Major Lambert Closse who was in charge of the defenses for the 
colony, the intrepid Charles Lemoyne and the courageous Picote de 

Belestre,;, informed of such a noble and audacious resolution, sug- 
gested that the raids should take place in autum, following the 
harvest, so that they could themselves participate. But the 
young noltakd,.wienind with ardor to attack the enemy and being 
comfortable with the idea that he could be the leader; without the 
presence of the aforementioned elders, wanted immediate action. 
For Dollard, it was an opportunity to distinguish himself by acts 
of valor, in order to offset a negative reputation, as a result of 


difficulties he had had in France, perhaps with the law." (13) 
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Because the enterprise was hazardous, those who took part 
in it made a pact not to ask for quarters and before their de- 
parture, went to confession, received communion and attended 
what might well be their final Catholic mass. Because there is 
no historical account of what transpired at the home of our an- 
cestor Blaise immediately before his departure, we can only 
assume that his decision must have been very painful to Antoi- 
nette, his wife of 9 years. With four children including Mathu- 
rine, his oldest child of 8 and the youngest Louis less than 2 
years old, it may have been considers an imprudent action on 
Blaise's part. On the 19 of April 1660, this brave group of 23 
men departed the settlement in canoes, paddling in a southerly 
direction toward the island of St. Paul, commonly referred to 


today as Nun's Island because it was owned for many years by the

| Sisters of Notre Dame. It is an island which most of us traverse 
on our way to downtowm Montréal after we cross the St. Laurence 
River via the Champlain Bridge. After going through the toll gate, 
the highway turns on to the island which today has been completely 
denuded of its trees and vegetation by developers. At that time, 
it would have been a very thick forest. 
As the canoers, including Blaise were passing the island 

and perhaps too closely to the shoreline, they were suddenly at-— 
tacked by a gang of Iroquois who jumped on them, darting out from 
the woods where they had been hiding. A fight ensued in which the 
savages were overcome with the majority of them fleeing into the 
woods. Killed in the action, though, was our ancestor Blaise and 


his two companions, Nicholas Duval and Mathurin Soulard. 
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There has been no detailed account of the struggle; he may 
have been knifed or hatcheted, but some Montréal historians be- 
lieve he drowned and this may have been the result of his wounds. 
What is certain is that Blaise must have been a strong man, having 
worked as a woodsman for the last 10 years of his life. The wily 
barbarians would have jumped him from behind, giving Blaise no 
good chance of retort. His body was never recovered due to the 
swift Gucrettct the river in. springtime and at this bend off 
Nun's Island. The following day on April 20, 1660, funeral ser- 
vices were held for Blaise and his evo companions following which 
Dollard and the surviving fighters departed again in search of 
their enemies. They were killed in a battle at the Ottawa country 
on May 21 of that year, not far from the presentday city of 
Ottawa. The expedition though, had a beneficial effect on the 
colony which eaves a long period of peace and arowth before the 
svenuian 2ebucn of their foes. (14) 

_ Every year since, these men have been revered as The Heroes 
of Long Sault. Not long ago, a monument oe erected in their mem- 
ory on the banks of the Ottawa River and it was a descendant of 
Blaise who had the HoAGE ot unveiling it. Each year during the 
month of May, pilgrimages have been organized to this commem— 
orative location in honor of Blaise and his heroic comrades. It 
was they who gave Ville Marie a fighting chance of survival and the 
possibility to become the great city that today we call Montréal.

Part III 


BLAISE JUILLET, OUR ANCESTOR 
and Father-—In-Law of Urbain 


The advantage to the French colonies, resulting from the 
heroic actions of Blaise and his compagnons were many; the 
battle of 1660 resulted in the death of Dollard des Ormeaux, 
leader of the ill-fated expedition against the Iroquois and the 
20 members of his group, including our Blaise Juillet. It pro- 
vided the advantage of staving off the incessant enemy attacks on 
the colonists, at least for the remainder of that year. 

A large army of Mohawk warriors had been assembled, sup- 
_ported by the Onondaga Indians, for a Final onslaught against the 
Montréal colonists, but the attack never materialized. The Onon- 
dagas, allies of the Mohawk and another tribe in the Iroquois 
family, counted three hundred dead as a result of their battle with 
Dollard's twenty commandos. "They were stupefied by their dispro- 
portionate losses at the battle of Long Sault." (1) (Located 
southwest of Montréal.) This number did not include similar losses 
by their cousins, the Mohawks. 

At the time, Dollard's volunteer effort, or folly as some 
perceived it, was considered to have been a needless slaughter of 
‘the few and valuable lives remaining in the colony of only 450 
souls, which were sorely needed for its defense. Later historians 
concluded however, that the value of Dollard's raid was signifi- 
cantly important. 

Early in 1660, the colony of Quebec city heard bad news from 
an Iroquois captive who, at the point of death, told the tale of 


a tremendous force of warriors, a thousand strong, poised near 
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Montréal and awaiting a signal to attack. To his listeners, it 
seemed as though the entire colony was to be wiped out. 

Quebec was struck by Font and near panic at the thought. 
Suddenly, there was a rush to fein long unused defenses and 
to alert the scattered settlers in the area. (2) 

Rumors and warnings from friendly Indians indicated that 
this would be an all out attack, by the different Iroquois 
tribes, seeing in concert against the three French colonies: at 
Quebec, Trois Rivierés and Montréal. 

What further troubled the colonists, was the knowledge that 
the Mohawk tribe of Iroquois, had now been furnished rifles by 
the Dutch, who had settled along the western banks of the Hudson’ 
River and the English on the east side. Consequently, the Mo- 
sais exploited the rivalry of the two, by supplying them with 
fur pelts in return for guns and ammunition. This only served 
to ineresse Iroquois desire to control the fur trade signe the 
St. Lawrence, as well as along the Hudson River valley. Thus, 
they increased their robberies of the friendlier tribes like the 
Hurons and the Algonquins, who in turn found they could better 
Supply the French with pelts, without fear of being robbed and 
murdered. For the French, trade with the Indians was a means 
whereby they could spread the message of the Christian faith, bs 
eats sig inst and primary goal. | 

Concerning the brave Dollard des Ormeaux group, Father 
Jerome Lalemant, a Jesuit and editor of the Relations,. wrote in. 
1660: "We must glorify these young men from Montréal and honor 


their ashes which justice owes them, and which, we cannot refuse 
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them without a sense of ingratitude. Everything was lost had 
they not made this sacrifice, which saved our colonies." (3) 
Epilogue 

April 19, 1660 is the date of Blaise's death, and his 
funeral was held the next day. | 

Ten weeks later on June 30th, his widow Antoinette re- 
married to Hugues Picard. Hugues was an outstanding member of 
the Montréal colony, as attested by the fact that several promi- 
nent persons witnessed the nuptial ceremony, including the 
Governor General himself, Paul de Chomedey, Sieur de Maison- 
neuve. (4) 

It was the custom in the colony for widows to remarry as 
soon as possible, given the shortage of women in the population. 
The Marriage contract was recorded before the notary Basset on 


June 11, 1660. 


The contract reads as follows (sic): Contract of Marriage . 


between Hugues Picard and Anne Anthoinette de Liercourt. 
(Basset, 11 June 1660) | 

Before Beniads Basset, a notary public and recorder for. 
Villemarie on the isle of Montréal and witnesses hereafter named 
and in their presence, Hugues Picard dit La Fortune, son of the

render an inventory of assets, furnishings and real estate,

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THE AMERICANIZATION OF BILOXI 


In 1802 Georgia finally relinquished to the United States its claim to land extending 
from the Chattahochee River to the Mississippi between the 31st and 35th parallels, land 
granted to its trustees in 1732 by King George II. On April 30, 1803, the United States 
purchased Louisiana from France. These land acquisitions both secured the Mississippi 
River and temporarily satisfied the expansionist dreams of many Americans. They also 
expanded the public domain almost immeasurably. Precise boundaries presented a 
problem, however. Except for those near New Orleans, none were known for Louisiana. 
To the east, several treaties preceding the Louisiana Purchase had detailed no specific 
boundaries. In 1763 following their victory over the French, the English had insisted that 
France cede to them "the river and port of Mobile, and everything which he possesses or 
ought to possess" east of the Mississippi channel, except the island of New Orleans. 
Following the American Revolution, Spain had, in turn, required that England cede "all 


that she possesses to the east or southeast of the river Mississippi. ! 


The few early 19th century inhabitants of the Biloxi Peninsula were certainly 
unaware of the confusion which reigned over the determination of the ownership of the — 
region between the Pearl and Perdido Rivers. A short time after the signing of the | 
Louisiana Purchase, Secretary of State James Madison claimed the area known as West 
Florida, as part of Louisiana. James Monroe, minister extraordinary to France, agreed 
with the determination, and President Thomas Jefferson adopted it as policy. In 
November 1803 a bill to place Louisiana under American law was introduced to | 
Congress. Under the measure navigable waters within the United States emptying into 
the Gulf of Mexico east of the Mississippi River were to be included in the revenue 
district of the Mississippi Territory which had been established in 1798. President 
Jefferson subsequently made Fort Stoddard, located well above Spanish-held Mobile on 
the Tombigbee River, a port of entry. Although the United States did not occupy West 
Florida, President Jefferson and many Americans undoubtedly looked forward to its 


Americanization.2 


Before 1800 few American settlers could be found along the shores of the 
Mississippi Sound. By the beginning of the 19th century, however, Americans 
dominated the Mississippi River from St. Louis to the West Florida boundary and the 
area around Baton Rouge. At that time it was estimated that eighty-five percent of the 
population of West Florida lived west of the Pearl River. The Baton Rouge district 
contained almost three times the population of Mobile and Pensacola. As a result of the 
sparse number of American settlers, the United States, Jacking military strength, did not 
assert its claim to the region. As early as 1803 American inhabitants, dissatisfied with 


Spanish rule, had begun to threaten insurrection.> 


1 
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During the initial decade of the 19th century, notwithstanding its rightful claim, the 
United States government acted as if West Florida was under the dominion of Spain. In 
1805 it went so far as to enact legislation to purchase the area. As a result of apparent 
American temerity and lack of assertiveness, the Spanish continued to maintain political 
control in the region. By 1810, dissatisfaction among American settlers forced an open 
revolt. American rebels captured the Spanish fort at Baton Rouge and sought out 
remaining signs of authority elsewhere in the province. Although American occupation 
of West Florida was very sparse in the area east of the Pearl River at this time, the Bilox1 
Peninsula and its inhabitants, as a result of the so-called "West Florida Revolt," became a 


part of an independent state, the Commonwealth of West F lorida.4 


Although the West Florida insurgents wasted no time in petitioning the United 
States for annexation, President James Madison made no immediate formal reply. 
Instead, the administration issued a proclamation justifying American intervention and 
sent instructions to W. C. C. Claiborne, governor of the Territory of Orleans, to take 
possession of the area with the few troops then at his disposal. This done, a militia was 
to be organized and courts were to be established. Accordingly, by December 10, 1810, 
Baton Rouge had been garrisoned with American troops and the newly occupied territory 
was subdivided into the parishes of Feliciana, East Baton Rouge, St. Helena, St. 


Tammany, Biloxi, and Pascagoula.> 


On January 5, 1811, Governor Claiborne dispatched Dr. William Flood, a prominent 
New Orleans physician and planter, to survey the new coast parishes. Transported on 
board the U. S. sloop Alligator, commanded by Ensign George Farragut, Dr. Flood sought 
to effect President Madison's instructions. He raised the American flag at the Bay of St. 
Louis, Pass Christian, and Pascagoula, and distributed copies of the President's 
proclamation, Governor Claiborne's ordinances establishing the new parishes, and 
territorial laws. Dr. Flood also issued justice of the peace commissions to a number of 


coast citizens, including J acques Ladner, a resident of the Bay of Biloxi.® 


The report which Dr. Flood submitted to Governor Claibome upon his return 
painted a unique picture of numerous small, family-oriented settlements along the 
Mississippi Sound. It indicated that on January 8-9, 1811, the flag of the United States 
was raised over Bay St. Louis and Pass Christian. It noted also, the giving of the 
commission to Jacques Ladner and of finding no literate inhabitants at Biloxi. "They 
are," he recorded, “all along this beautiful coast, a primitive people, of mixed origin, 
retaining the gaiety and politeness of the French, blended with the abstemiousness and 
indolence of the Indian. They plant a little rice, and a few roots and vegetables, but 
depend for subsistence chiefly on game and fish.” He added that "few laws will be oo 
wanted here. The people are universally honest. There are no crimes. The father of the 
family, or the eldest inhabitant, settles all disputes." According to his report, the 


poptlation of Biloxi parish was estimated as 420 "chiefly French and creole."/ 
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Dr. Flood's survey took him only as far as the area around Pascagoula. There he 
found conditions much as at Biloxi. He estimated the population of Pascagoula Parish to 
be about 350 and, observing some of its inhabitants, noted that "a more innocent and 
inoffensive people may not be found. They seem to desire only the simple necessaries of 
life, and to be let alone in their tranquility." The inhabitants of Pascagoula Parish 
undoubtedly traded with Mobile, still occupied by the Spanish at this time. The Spanish 
were actively collecting exorbitant duties on produce and merchandise bound from New 
Orleans and Natchez for American settlements along the Tombigbee River, a very 
irritating situation for the United States. Dr. Flood had been cautioned against 


proceeding beyond Pascagoula for fear of an encounter. 8 


Dr. Flood's view of the land fronting the Mississippi Sound and St. Louis and Biloxi 
bays was prophetic. He noted in his report that he was " preatly impressed with [its] 
beauty and value." "The high sandy lands, heavily timbered with pine, and the tovely 
bays and rivers, from Pearl River to Mobile, will furnish New Orleans with a ach. 
commerce, and with a delightful: summer resort. For a cantonment or military post, . . 
this whole coast is admirably fitted." Unknowingly, Dr, Flogd's vision was almost a 


blueprint for the Mississippi Coast for the next several decades.” 


In 1803, when the United States purchased Louisiana "with the same extent that it 
now has in the hands of Spain, and that it had when France possessed it,” an obscurity of 
boundaries was created that was perpetuated into the twentieth century. In the Gulf 
Coast region of West Florida, between the Pearl.and Perdido rivers, there was little 
indication of the change of ownership for almost a decade. The United States, faced with 
almost incessant Indian problems along its northwestern frontier and with both the 
English and French on the high seas, did not have the military wherewithal to attend to 
all of its needs. To be sure, little presence was exhibited along the north central Gulf 
Coast until after the West Florida Revolt. Even then, Signs of authority ended at the | 
Pear! River Swamps. One example of the confusion of ownership and lack of presence’ 
was the continued issuing of grants and surveys of land along the Mississippi Sound by 
Spanish authorities following the Louisiana Purchase. Spain had for years attempted to 
people the region by yielding land to settlers simply for g registration fee and a request 
for survey. In the spring of 1804 surveys were effected for lands issued to settlers in the 
fall of 1803 by Spanish officials in New Orleans. Two were conducted by surveyor 
Pierre Missonet. The surveys were requested by Jean Blanque and Antoine Peytavin for 
land fronting the Mississippi Sound between Biloxi and the Bay of St. Louis. The 
acreage involved extended from the western boundary of the Louis Fayard claim, in the 
vicinity of modern White Avenue in Biloxi, almost to Long Beach. The Peytavin claim 


reached westward into the Handsboro area of today's east Gulfport. 10 


The 1804 Peytavin survey contains a narrative text which details virtuaily every 
move made by Missonet while on the Mississippi Coast, It also yields an excellent 
picture of the flora and fauna of the Biloxi Peninsula and ists many of its primary 
landholders. During the survey, for example, Missonet states that he was accompanied 
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by John Baptiste Fayard and his brother Louis Fayard, Philippe Saucier, Jean Pierre 
LaFontaine, Auguste LaFontaine, Claude Ladner, and Andre Durocher. Because of the 
official nature of his task, all served as witnesses to the marking of trees between 
Peytavin's claim and that of Louis Fayard to the east. The east side of major trees along 
the survey line he noted, were marked LF/M while the west side was marked AP/M, the 


initials of the landholders and the surveyor. i 


The Peytavin claim and other early grants on the Biloxi Peninsula were surveyed 


and laid out according to the French system of long lots. Dependent on the use of water 
‘routes for transportation, most French holdings in Canada and southwest Louisiana, 


dating from the early seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, were laid out with frontages 
on rivers and bayous. As this acreage was further subdivided during the nineteenth 
century, the use of long riverine lots continued. In Biloxi, early property lines often ran 
from the Mississippi Sound to Back Bay, almost a mile in some places. In areas of the 
United States settled by the English, the early colonial system of metes and bounds 
surveying, derived from an Anglo-French term meaning "measurement," was employed. 
Designed to encompass the best land, this system produced a complex crazy quilt of 


property lines which invited future land litigations. le 


At the time of the Peytavin survey on the Biloxi Peninsula, President Thomas 
Jefferson was seeking to dispense with off-size acres and statute miles whose rationales 
were buried deep in English history. Brought up on the English system, many Americans 
resisted the change, however. Nevertheless, the public domain was iaid out using the 
square mile containing 640 acres, easily divisible by a surveyor's chain. Beginning in 
1785, government surveyors moved beyond the Ohio River laying out a framework for 
organized settlement. By 1796 a government grid system had been established consisting 
of ranges containing six-mile-square townships, divided into 640-acre sections. A system 
of north-south meridians and intersecting baselines provided initial points for township 


surveys. Usually preceding actual settlement, the meridians had reached the Mississippi 


Valley by 1803.13 


The Thirty-first Parallel, which ran from the Mississippi River to the Chattahoochee 
River, became the baseline for official United States surveys on the Mississippi Gulf 
Coast. This line had been run by Andrew Ellicott in 1799 and was the official southern 
boundary between the United States and Spanish Fiorida as agreed upon in the 1795 
Treaty of San Lorenzo. An official federal survey effected in 1821, following the Survey 
Act of 1819, saw the Biloxi Peninsula included in Township Seven, Range Nine West, in 
the District West of the Island of New Orleans and East of Pearl River. Because of the 
westward movement of its city limits, the western portion of modern Biloxi lies in Range 
Ten, whose dividing line with Range Nine lies in the vicinity of Iberville Drive. The 1821 
survey identified all lands not previously claimed via French, English, or Spanish grants 
and it showed little unclaimed land remaining on the eastern half of the Biloxi Peninsula. 
When those claims pre-dating the Louisiana Purchase were later certified by survey, most 
fell within, or were adjusted to, the 640 acres allowable for settlement. Once these 
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claims had been applied to the township map, remaining parcels were identified for sale 
as part of the public domain. In 1850, in a deposition given during a court case involving 
one of these claims, seventy-three-year-old Elihu Carver commented that, as a deputy U. 
S. Surveyor in 1822, he had discovered none of the residents on the Biloxi Peninsula to 
possess Spanish grants or any other written proof of title to their holdings. It had been 
common practice for the early settlers to sell or exchange claims to each other, he noted, 


with no written or other legal proof. 14 


In December 1810, on the eve of the War of 1812, George Poindexter, delegate 
from the Mississippi Territory, presented a bill to the U. S. Congress providing that the 
Territory of Orleans, including West Florida, be admitted to statehood. The bill, 
however, was amended to exclude West Florida. When the convention to set up the new 
state of Louisiana met in 1812, a memorial was drafted to Congress asking that West 
Florida, as far as the Perdido River, be included within its boundaries. In April 1812, a 
month before the United States declared war on Great Britain, the Territory of Louisiana 
officially became the state of Louisiana.with the Pearl River as its eastern boundary. The 
following summer the region between the Pearl and Perdido rivers was added to the 
Mississippi Territory as Mobile County, although Spaniards still garrisoned Mobile! 
Even at this time the United States did not want to assert itself because Secretary of the © 
Treasury, Albert Gallatin feared that occupying the area might prejudice future 
negotiations with the Spanish for Florida. Mississippi territorial governor David Holmes ~ 
was also concerned that the Spanish might rally Indian allies against settlers in his 
territory. Nevertheless, in December 1812, the Mississippi territorial legislature further 
subdivided the area into Hancock and Jackson counties. In April 1813, all of these fears 
were allayed when the Spanish surrendered Mobile to General James Wilkinson after a 


slight show of force by the Americans. 15 


Although the War of 1812 with Great Britain was concentrated primarily in the 
northeast, the United States exhibited great concern over the vulnerability of New 
Orleans and the newly annexed Gulf Coast region. Left unguarded, the coast offered 
egress to New Orleans from the land side. Particularly troubling, also, were the activities 
of southeastern Indians and their association with Spanish and Bnitish agents operating - 
from Florida. After 1811, when Indian depredations began occurring in the eastern half 
of the Mississippi Territory, General Andrew Jackson was dispatched with troops from 
Tennessee and, with the aid of Louisiana and Mississippi territorial militias and regular 
army troops, brought an end to the menace. His activities eventually propelled the 


United States into conflict with the English and Spanish in Florida, however. 16 


In 1813 British strategic thinking led their commanders in North America to target 
certain groups in the Gulf region that possibly could be enticed to join in the fight with 
the United States. Among these target groups were the Creek Indians, already at war 

with the Americans, and neighboring Choctaws, Chickasaws, and Cherokees. 
Disaffected Frenchmen, Spaniards, and Blacks, along with a small group of Baratanian ~ 
pirates, were also potential allies. The British initially planned a very frugal campaign 
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against New Orleans. It would consist of a landing at Pensacola, an overland march to 
Mobile, and then a march through West Florida to a point above New Orleans. The 
defeat of Napoleon in Europe, however, freed veteran army and naval forces for a more 
powerful direct thrust, however. Although the English took over Pensacola from the 
Spanish in the summer of 1814, they were ousted by American forces from Mobile under 
Andrew Jackson in November. Not to be deterred, the British, under the command of 
General Edward Pakenham, still executed their attack on New Orleans. Ship Island, 
twelve miles off the mainland, became the staging point for the assault on New Orleans. 
On January 8, 1815, however, following a series of engagements that began with a naval 
encounter off Bay St. Louis on December 14, the English were soundly defeated at the 


historic Battle of New Orleans. 17 


The isolated and awkward geography of the north central Gulf Coast, 

containing few roads to accelerate lateral military movements and laced with shallow 
bayous and streams, had proved unwelcome to both the antagonist and defender. To be 
sure, overland transportation along the coast was virtually unheard of during this period. 
In 1804, a year after the United States postal service was extended to New Orleans, Isaac 
Briggs, later a regional surveyor, reported to President Jefferson that roads hardly existed 
in the area below the thirty-first parallel. The two-hundred-mile journey from Fort 
Stoddard, located on the Tombigbee River above Mobile, through that city, and across 
the Mississippi Gulf Coast to New Orleans, required twenty-five days of hard travei by 
horse. After traversing the piney woods about twenty miles above the Pascagoula 
settlement, the route coursed southwestward to the lower Pearl River. A schooner was 
needed to carry mail the remainder of the way to New Orleans. In 1806 American 
authorities felt this route so susceptible to attack in event of trouble with the Spanish that 
a more direct route from Fort Stoddart to the Mississippi River was proposed. The 


Federal Road, which ran along the thirty-first parailel, was therefore authorized. 18 


During the so-called Great Migration which began before the War of 1812, growing 
numbers of settlers began moving into the Mississippi and Orleans Territories. Indian 
activities in the eastern districts of the Mississipp: Territory and along the thirty-first 
parallel caused the movement to slacken, however. American victories over the Indians, 
Spanish and British in Florida and the Mississippi Territory, orchestrated by the Madison 
administration and effected primarily by General Andrew Jackson, eventually allowed 


the region to rejoin that movement. 19 


- Prior to the War of 1812 Congress had open land offices at St. Stephen on the 
Tombigbee, and at Washington in Mississippi Territory. Although large sales of land 
were projected for the region, actual sales were a disappointment. By 1808 less than 
9,500 acres had been sold, however, and almost no sales had been recorded in the district 
east of the Pearl River. In 1810-11, the era of the West Florida revolution, no sales were 
reported. Following Louisiana's statehood, more than 120,000 acres were sold in the 
Pearl River land districts. At that same time, few sales were recorded in the isolated, 
Indian threatened, lower Tombigbee settlements. There, in the counties formed along the 
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thirty-first parallel, rumors of Spanish invasion were rife. In 1812, after the Mississippi 
Gulf Coast counties had been annexed, settlers from Georgia and the Carolinas began 
moving through Greene County to reach Jackson and Hancock counties. According to il 
the special 1816 U. S. Census, both of these counties had approximately the same i 
number of inhabitants. By 1820, however, Jackson County had an increase of almost A 


three to one.29 


The pine barren region of South Mississippi and the two Mississippi Gulf Coast | 
counties actually would realize a more homogeneous frontier people than did the old ie 
Natchez district as a result of post-war migration. Whereas the Natchez district was : 
populated by people traveling the Mississippi River from northern and New England — 
states, those coming to the Mississippi Gulf Coast at this time were primarily from the 
poorer districts of Georgia and the Carolinas. They were emigrants who, for the most 
part, had been pushed out of their old states because of worn out soils andthe mii 
encroachment of large plantations. The land along the immediate Mississippi Sound, 
however, would offer them little. The same sandy soil that had thwarted the French and 
had failed to attract either Spanish or English settlement in the eighteenth century, had 
little that would interest those accustomed to herding or the cultivation of tobacco or 
cotton. Although agrarian interests would carry the Mississippi Territory to statehood by . 
1817, the two coast counties contributed little to the population total. The populations of 
these counties during the period mirrored those of Mobile and New Orleans by growth 
percentages, both ethnically and nationally. When the population of New Orleans, for 
example, rose from fifty thousand to 168,000, that of the coast counties rose from five 
hundred to almost twelve thousand.’ Beginning with the1820's, numerous homes and 
summer cottages, boarding houses and hotels began to cluster in what would become 
famous “watering places" along Mississippi Sound--Shieldsborough, Pass Christian, 
Biloxi, Pascagoula--as wealthier New Orleanians and planters sought to trade the summer 
ills of their usual habitats for the salt air, seafood, and Gulf breezes off the Sound. With a

The Eighth U. S. Census, 1860, reveals an outstanding portrait of an""Americanized" | | 
Biloxi, and equally of the other "watering places" along the Mississippi Sound. 7 | : 
According to the census, twenty-eight percent (298) of the town's population was foreign OY 
born. Although the largest numbers of immigrants were from Germany, Ireland, and / | 
France, a total of sixteen foreign countries were represented in Biloxi. Among the other 
countries, in descending order, were: Spain, Switzerland, Italy, England, Scotland, 
Austria, Belgium, Denmark, Sweden, Mexico, Russia, Canada, Norway, Another 
twenty-five percent (259) had migrated from twenty-three other, mostly southern, states. 
Among these, the largest numbers were from Louisiana (102) and Alabama (55). The 
remainder of the city's population, approximately 500, indicated their birthplace was 
Mississippi. Statistics also indicate that about twenty-two percent of the county's 
population was black. By 1870, according to the Ninth Census, the area had realized a 
seven percent increase in population. At that time approximately 600 individuals 
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indicated that they were foreign born. Of this number, one-third were Irish. The next 


largest groups were German, fifteen percent, and French, fourteen percent.22 


In 1803 the "Americanization" of Biloxi and the Mississippi Gulf Coast officially 
began with the Louisiana Purchase. From 1810 to 1812, the area went through revolt, 
annexation and re-annexation, and was at times a portion of the Commonwealth of West 
Florida, Orleans Territory, Louisiana Territory, and the Mississippi Territory. Officially 
surveyed and sectioned off by the U. S. Government, it entered the Union with the State 
of Mississippi in 1817. During the course of the Antebellum decades, the region received 
immigrants and emigrants proportionately with its larger neighbor, New Orleans. On the 


eve of the American Civil War, the population of Biloxi truly mirrored that great 


southern port city and, with its numerous hotels, boarding houses, summer homes, and = 
regular packet service, it had become a recognized resort destination.

My earliest recollection of Escatawpa, or Fugas, as it was sometimes called, 
was a peaceful, sleepy little town where no one seemed to Hunn nor worrye 
Most Geeple had small gardens and fished as bine only source of employment 
was the Dantzler inves Company at Moss Point and the International Paper 
Company located at Kreole. The few people who were employed at these two 


places were considered "well-off". 


Escatawpa hss always been served by a post-office and the earliest post- 
mistress I recall was Aurelia Stevens. The school, as I Knew it, was a 
wooden structure heated in winter by coal Reeves fired by "Uncle Ellis" 
Sherman. . Grades one through ten were taught and students transferred to 
Moss Point High School for the eleventh and twelfth grade. Ed Nelson and 
George Wyatt were responsible for much ae he progress at Escatawpa School 
as they served faithfully for many years on the school board and were also 


very active-in community affairs. 


One of my favorite stores was Ernest Lemaitre's general store located on 
Dutch Buyou Road. Mr. Lemaitre was Santa Claus headquarters as he specialized 
in small toys and trinkets as well as sewing notions, groceries and hardware 
items. Horace Nelson also operated a dry goods sbore on Dut¢eh Bayou hoad 

and it was here I purchased my first pair of"daring,red beach sandals " for 
the price of ninety-nine cents. His son, Lynn Nelson owned and operated a 
grocery on the main road (which is now Hwy.63) and T. J. Dickson, Sr. had a 
lerpe,tieianing grocery~dry goods store near the Baptist Chunth on thhé same 


: 
rood. Roland Goff operated a grocery-meat market and later ;his son’ Alton Goff, 
opened a small department store which carried a miscellaneous line of mens and 
womens clothin;, and shoes along with a variety of gift items and material for . 
sewing and handiwork. | 
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At one time T. J. Dickson, Jr. and his father were in similiar stores located 
across from eahh other and atver the death of the older Mr. Dickson, his son 
moved to Moss Point to carry on with a grocery business and to become involved 
in the city government there. A bit farther up the main road from the 
Baptist church and the Dickson stores there was a small business operated by 
H. R. Cropp who combined a grocery with his bhathlendggtsts mill where local 


folks had thetr corn ground into meal. 


Near what is now the Escatawpa Quik Stop there was once a thriving rice field 
with flowing artesaan wells. Uncle Barney Smith, my grandpa'ts boother, had a 
cane mill where the Pascagoula-Moss PointBank is now and a turpentine still 
was in operation for years on the site where the Escatawpa Pharmacy and Rogers 


Hardware now stand. 


Brother M. E. Hulbert, Babyist minister, Brother G. A. Broadus, Methodist 
minister and Brother Dan Sherman and Noll Barnes of the Reorganized Church of 
Latter Day Saints, are still remembered for their work in the churches of 
Escatawpa during the ‘igang. Meneeseion years. Despite the lack of money, the 
churches continued tc hold services and were a source of social activity for 
many families who attended the dinners and youth programs held regularly. 

The church eemeteries were favorite haunts of mine for even as a child I loved 
to read the family names on the tombstones in the Griffin, Robinson and 
Methodist cemeteries . I also loved to visit the Planer cemetery for the 
black people and especially tin the spring when there were dogwood and wild 
honeysuckle bushes in full bloom around the @dsee of the cemetery which was 
located in what we called the "hammock", I was grown before I was able to 
visit and explore the graves in the RLDS church cemetery as it was above the 


Escatawpa community in what was known as Wilson Springs. 
Before the steel bridge was constructed across Escatawpa River, there was a 
ferry and crossing took quite some time. My grandfather was an operator of 


the ferry boat af 


the first steel bridge 
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was a toll bridge and it was a blessing to the eurly auto traffic. Most of 
the roads in the Hseutuwpa area were not surfluced until the eurly forties 
when wartime and Ingalls shipyard brought prosperity and increased population 
to the area. This was the beginning of a new era for Escatawpa and all of 
Jackson County. 

Families of Suthoff, Rabby, Roberts, Rogers, Bertram, Cunningham, Miller, 
Mizell, Sherman, Oliver and Graham just to name a few, were among the earlisst 
residents of Escatawpa and today these names are still found in the phone 
directories and on the mail boxes. These names will be respected and 
remembered for years to come as their families continue to keep the little 
town frowing end progressing. Many black families were also among the 
early settlers and are remembered for their contributions. "Aunt Sarah" 
Bardwell, an early black midwife, delivered almost as many babies in 
Escatawpa as did Dr. R. G. Eley,the beloved family doctor from Moss Point. 
Buck Harris operated a iackenseh shop , Buddy Robinson plowed for many 
steeescrut home gardeners and Jim Moffett's brick work is found on many 

of the older homes in the area. 

Many interesting "tales" of early life in Escatawpa were told to me by my 


grandmother, Jennie(Jones) Lopez Smith, known to everyone as"Miss Jennie". 


She lived her entire life of eighty-nine years in Escatawpa and loved every 


inch of the land she owned. 


In spite of the prosperity and increased population, Escatawpa remains and 
retains it's sleepy, small-town atmosphere. There's no place like Escatawpa 
to me - here you can live anc survive in an area blessed with friendly people 


and endowed by nature with beautiful, bountiful trees, flowers and wildlife.

(Note: The following article is being printed in tribute to Mrs. Lura 
Gibbons Currier who passed awuy November 2U0, 1983. Mrs. Currier 
was u teacher at the Escatawpa School during the early thirties 
and two weeks prior to her death, a group of former students from 
this area paid her a visit on Sunday afternoon to honor her and 
remininsce of days when they hed been her students. Aware that 
her condition was termingl, she tried to impart muny things to 
them so they would know how inuch they had inspired her as a young 
teacher and how much their visit meant to her. The following 
tribute was written and reac to her by Valeria Kichard and others 
in the group also spoke words of endearment and presented flowers.) 

Have you ever wondered how in the world you managed to walk to school 

in freezing; cold weather with a puir of shoes that hed cardboard soles? How 

did you keep from having pneumonia from sitting in a school room with only 

a coal heater for warmth - sometimes it was red hot and then coal would be 

low and yourteeth would chatter from the chil@ed room. How did you keep 

your stom:ch from growling with hunger with only a cold biscuit in a brown 
bag for lunch (and the bag hud to be folded and returned home each day to 
be used over or if it was lost or torn you may huve to bring your lunch 
wrapped in newspaper; that is, if your folks could afford a pauper, if not, 

you would appesgr with a half-gasllen syrup can holding your lunch.) How did 

you concentrate on your studies wnen your mind was filled with a vision of 

your Daddy, defeated after days of looking for employment and finally 
turniny to the WPA. Well, I can tell you the reason most of us survived - 
we had a teacher who inspired us to hold on to the better things in life. 

She taught us to love and respect our fellowmen and to always "Do unto to 

others as you would have them do unto yout. Our Cocau-Colu rulers provided 

the words to the golden rule and also served as her paddle when she wished 
to apply a little spanking alongwith her teaching. This "depression days" 
teacher was Lura Gibbons and when she stood before our ciass,she commanded 


attention. As we would settle down from recess or lunch period, she would 
read or tulk to us und with her knowledge and our imagination, we would be 
transported to countries of the Orient, rivers of wildest Africa or the 

mountains of Switzerland. No lesson was ever skipped - she gave us a full

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school day, every duy of the school term. 1 an see us now ~ our penny cedar 
pencils and our Big 5 tables, struggling to write the answers to a monthly 
exam. Some would be mopping their brow end others woula gaze out the 
window as if the answers would suddenly appear on the horizon.

Ingalls 
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Mardi Gras revelry 
an old tradition 
in Ocean Springs 


By REGINA HINES 
West Jackson County Bureau Chief 

OCEAN SPRINGS — Mardi Gras was being 
celebrated here in grand style even in the 1880s. 
A souvenir of this revelry shows the local vol- 
unteer fire company, then in its infant stages, 
used the holiday for both fun and fund-rais- 
ing. 

ae invitation of the Ocean Springs Fire Com- 
pany No. 1 Grand Mask and Firemen’s Ball on 
March 1, 1881, was found several years ago by 
D’Iberville contractor Joe Rogers. About this 
time of year, Rogers takes the fragile card from 
safekeeping, as a reminder of the season and the 
past. 

Rogers said he found the card when he was 
tearing down an old house. “I can’t remember 
what house it was,” he said. 

Inside one of the walls was an old book. As 
he retrieved the book, the invitation fell out. The 
8Y2-by-6-inch folded card had been pressed

inside the pages, possibly since 
the last century. The name on 
the front of the card was Miss 
T.A. Latimer. “The Latimer fam- 
ily was prominent around here 
years ago,” Rogers said. 

“Welcome Our Friends,” pro- 
claimed the cover of the card, 
decorated with a picture of a fire 
engine of that period, along with 
the motto, “To the Rescue.” 

The purpose of the ball, to be 
held at Ocean Springs Hotel, 
was to raise money to buy a fire 
engine, the invitation said. 

“Some people might have dis- 
carded. it. I kept it as a novel- 
ty,” said Rogers, who describes 
himself as a pack rat. 

Rogers’ brother-in-law, Dal- 
ton Richard, a captain with the 
Ocean Springs Fire Department, 
has had an interest in the 
memento, due to its connection 
with the forerunner of the city 
fire department. 

The invitation was issued 
when the volunteers had been 
organized only a few months and 
had not yet been chartered by 
the state. In his history of Ocean 
Springs Fire Company No. 1, the 
late E.L. Tardy said the compa- 
ny was founded on Oct. 30. 1880 


and granted its official charter 
on Sept. 22, 1881 — 11 years 
before Ocean Springs became a 
city. 

Tardy’s father, George H. 
“Jack” Tardy, a leader in the 
organization of the volunteer 
firefighters, is named as chair- 
man of the arrangements com- 
mittee on the invitation. 

Tardy had been active in Vig- 
ilante Fire Company No. 3 of 
‘New Orleans and the Ocean 
Springs company was patterned 
after this unit. Prominent mer- 
chant R.A. Van Cleave, also on 
the arrangements committee, 
was the organization’s first pres- 
ident and would be the town’s 
first provisional mayor in 1892. 
- The names on the invitation 
add to its value, Richard said.

Ronnie Mallette and Owen 
Inabinette had been tracking the 
fugitive hog for several weeks - 
setting traps and baiting the 

- renegade with a special concoction 
of soured corn. 

Mallette and Inabinette are 
serious about boar hunting. They 
have hunted hogs in a dozen or more 
states. To them, hog hunting is a 
challenging and satisfying sport, the 
object of which is to subdue and tie 
the hog without injuring him. 

Hogs that have been caught are 
usually on display for a few hours or 
days, and then turned loose. 
Mallette boasts that he has captured 
700 to 800 hogs in his 27 years as a 
hog hunter. 

So when Ocean Springs police 


chief, Kevin Alves, asked his police 
and fire departments if anyone 
knew somebody who might be able 
to run down an elusive wild boar 
which had stalked Ocean Springs for 
six months at least, Fire Dept. Capt.

OS resident celebrates 
her 100th birthday

Mrs. Mattie Clark of Ocean 


Springs celebrated her 100th birth- © 


day last week, surrounded by family 
and friends at the home of her 
granddaughter, Mrs. Robert Endt. 

The daughter of pioneer coast 
residents, Mrs. Clark was born in 
Mississippi City on Jan. 8, 1886. 

The only survivor of eight children 
of Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin Ammon 
Richards, her father was a 
Confederate soldier who served in 
Company E, Regiment 20 of the 
Mississippi Infantry during the Civil 
War. He was wounded at the Battle 
of Atlanta. 


The Richards family had origi- 
nally come to the New World from 
France in the 1600s and had settled 
in Acadia. Run out from Acadia in 
the 1700s by the English, they had 
come down to Louisiana. Around 
1800, her grandfather, Dorsette 
Richard, had been rewarded by the 
Spanish for fighting with them and 
the Cajuns against the English, with 
a land grant in Biloxi. 

His land grant was a tract of land 
near Belmont Ave., running to Oak 
Street, all the way through to the 
Bay. At that time just a few men 
owned all of Biloxi. 

Mattie Richards married Charles 
E. Clark on April 20, 1903, when she 
was 17 years old. She remembers the 
honeymoon trip they took around the 


islands, to Petit Bois, Chandeleur, 
Horn Island, catching fish and 
tooking for turtle eggs. 

They moved to Ocean Springs in 
1949. Her children are Mrs. Leroy 
Smith, Mrs. Henry Endt, Alvah 
Clark and one son who is deceased, 
Charles E. Clark, Jr. 

Mrs. Clark has nine grand- 
children, 14 great-grandchildren and 


three great-great-grandchildren. 


There are five living generations of 
her family. ; 

She remembers many things 
about the old days. She says she 
remembers “coming home from 
school, hanging her bookbag behind 
the door and going to get a baked 


_ potato from the oven, putting butter 


ali on it and eating it.” It was 
obvious she could still taste those 
potatoes. 

She can remember the typhoid 
fever epidemic in Biloxi when the 
city would be placed’ under 
quarantine, with nobody allowed in 


cr out. She said the fishermen would . 


slip in under cover of darkness, 
muffling their oars.with sails so as 
wouldn’t be heard. 

She rememebers Gulfport, Biloxi 
and Scranton (now Pascagoula) as 
being ‘‘small hamlets.” 

At one time her husband owned 
the eastern part of Deer Island. He 
tried to persuade her to live out 
there on the island but she wouldn’t 
dy it, so he sold his part for $3. She 
said she didn't want to live on the 


island ay of having to keep 
rowing in to get groceries.” 

Her eyesight is a little faded now 
and she had to look hard at her many 
well-wishers to recognize. them. 

Asked to what she attributed her 
long life, she said, ‘‘I don’t know why 
the Lord left me here. He left me_ 
here for a purpose.”’ 

“I always had a happy life, they 
all loved me and treated me nice. 
My mother died when I was three. 
She told by stepfather, George — 
Melvin, to keep me and take good 
care of me and that’s what he did. 
Nobody was ever mean to me in my 
whole life.”’
